Favour 15 wy and Beauty js Vain, but the Woman 
that feareth the Lord; ſhe ſhall be Prajfed, Tt may be juſtly ſaid, 
char never any Perlon merited this Praiſe more then the Moſt 
High , Meſt Excellent , and Moſt Potent Princeſs, MART 
STUART, Quten of England, Scotland, France, ad Ireland. 

My Deſign is therefore to endeavour to ſct before your 
Eyes the ſurpalling Virtues of this great Queen, not only to 
excite your Admiration of that Piety, that Greatneſs of Soul, 
char prudent Conduct which' ſhe made appear in/ all her 
Adtions, and in all her Words; but more eſpecially;/o follow 
the Examples of Piety and SanQtiry, of which we have been 
{ome part of Us the Eye-witneſles during her Life, and which 
the left us after her Death. 

I mult acknowledge my (If alrogether unable ro under- 
take a task fo far above my ſtrength ; only my Zeal for the 
Memory of this great Princeſs, and the great defire I had, 
that we thould make the beſt benefir of a Life and Death ſo 
Holy and fo Pretious in the Gght of God, has engag'd me in 
deſpite of my ſelf, and caus'd metro forget my weakneſs in 
going beyond rhe limirs of my Character. | 

Think ir not then ftrange if Tobſerve not in thisdifcourle, 


all the Methods and all che Rules of Arr. Conſider that there is 
ſomething 
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ſomething, I know not what, of Irregular in Sorrow and 
Affliction; and that ir is not ſo much the work of my Wir as 
of my Heart; it being out of the abundance of my Heart, that my 
Mouth ſpcaketh, Moſt Holy and Divine Spicit, who didfſt eq. 
liven this Pious Queen, enliv'in me now with a ſacred Fire, 
ro the end I may. render ſerviceable to thy Glory, the Ho'y 
Examples which he hath given us, and that by rhe imitation 
thereof we may become more Prudent and more Pious, 

Never fear it, 'tis not here my deſign, according to the 
Idea's of the Worldly Eloquence, to ſtudy for flattering Dit- 
courſes, to give in this place falſe Phraſes to falſe Virtues. 

When we have for the ſubjet matter of ſuch diſcourſes 
any one of thoſe common and Worldly Lives. in whom we 
can find nothing to commend but the laſt motives of a long 
delay'd and almoſt fruitleſs Repentance, it is a difficult thing 
I muſt confeſs, if 1 may not ſay impoſſible, bur rhar we muit 
flatter Vanity, and confound Fortune with Virtuc. But here 
all our trouble will be, that we ſhall not be able ro find Elo- 
gies enow to ſet forth ſo many Virtues, nor Terms ſtrong 
cnough to expreſs ſo many admirable Qualities wherc- 
with Nature and Grace ſcem'd to be ar {trite ro accompliſh 
this moſt incomparable Queen. What a Majeſty and Grandeur 
in her Aire! What a ſweetneſs! Whata modelty in her Coun- 
nance ! What a politeneſs in all her Manners! What Chara 
ing Graces in her Perſon ! And theſe you know werethe lealt 
things to be commended in her: For if we pals to the quali- 
ties of her Soul, what a large Field was there for Elegics, or 
rather what a fubje& of wonder and admiration! In the firſt 
Years of her Youth, this Princeſs dilplaid the belt Natural 
diſpoſition in the World, a {weer Humour, agreeable and al- 
ways cquall; a Heart upright and ſincere; a ſolid and firm 
Mas ans. and a Fiety beyond her Age. And ir was upon 
this ſincere report, that the great Prince who cſpous'd her, 
deſired tobe united to her, declaring, That at the circumſtan 
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ces of  Fortunz and Intereft did never engage him ſo much 4s thoſe 
of her Perſon, and particularly thoſe of her Flumour and Taclina- 
tion. Adfſentiment truly great, generous, prud-:nt and Chr 
ſtian-like, ard ſo much the more noble, and worthy to be ob- 
ſerv'd, as being rare in great Perlonages, who regulate their 
Frie ndſhips 'only according to their Intereſts, and have nei- 
ther ſo much Chriſtianity nor niceneſs, as to conſider that ir 
is Virtue which produces and cheriſhes Friendſhip, and that 
when a Man is really a Man of worth, he can never be too 
attentive in making choice of the Perſon tro whom he is to be 
ty'd all the Days of his life. However,this was theCare of the 
great Prince who eſpous'd her, and as his intentions were 
pure and upright, God heard his Prayers and his Wiſhes in 
giving him for a Conſort, I] willfay, not only the moſt ami- 
able and moſt accompliſh'd Princeſs of Europe, but the moſt 
perfect of a'l Women thatever were in the World. Of whom 
we m:y ſay, that all Virtues were aſſembled together in her 
without any mixture of Vices. And in lay.ng ſo, I fay no 
more then what was the publick and unanimous Voice of all 
People; and of this Princels it is, that we may juſtly ſay, 
what is ſaid in the Proverbs, Many Daughters have done Vintn- 
ouſly, but th u excelleſt them all. 

Now in regard that all the Preceprs of the Goſpel are en- 
clos*d in thele two things; love God with all thy Heart, and 
thy Neighbour as thy elf, theſe were the rwo Etkntial things 
that comprehend ſo many others, which this Pious Soul 
molt effectually ſtudyed, "Twas by Reading and meditating 
upon the word of God, that her Soul was purified and ex- 
ercis d ic felf in the deſires of Eternal Bleiſings. That we 
may be always with God, it behoves us to Read and Pra 
often. God ſpeaks to us in Scripture, aud we ſpeak to God in Prayer, 
lays St. Auſtin. The Reading of the Holy Scripture fills 
the Soul with light, and ſeparating it from the Vanities of 
the World, raiſts it up to the Loye of God, This our Pt 
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ous Princeſs knew moſt admirable well, and this was th..C 
which ſhe praftic'd with a Devotion and Zeal, alwa }S Wore 
thy of Applauſe. With what reſpe&, wich what attention 
did ſhe Read this Sacred and Divine word ! With what Zeal 
and Fervency did ſhe apply her ſelf to Prayer! This is the 
accompliſhment of Happineſs, ſaid David, Fappy is the Ban 
who ſets bis Aﬀettion upon the Law of the Lord, and meditates pon 
it Day and Night. Flappy he, who Aaareſſes himſ-lf to thee. I 
lift up my ſelf to thee, .and I make my Prayer to thee in the Mory- 
|; In this ſacred Book it was, that this Pious Princeſs had 
learnt, that the only employment of the b'eſſed in Heaven 
will be to adore God. Zoly, Holy, Holy, Lord God whe art, 
and will be for ever, isthe continual Song of the bleſſed Spirits 
above. You Peoplc of the World, who only conform your 
{elves to the examples of the Grandees upon Earth, learn from 
the Pattern of tne. molt folid and moſt Illuſtrions Piety that 
can be ſcr before your Eyes, to make Prayer a molt afliiuous 
and regular Duty. Prayer is no way different from the Pra. 
Qice of other Virtues, and we atrain to ic by the ſame ways, 
'Fis by a diligent Care and Practice, in appl ying the min: to 
the objects of Faith, in entertaining good Thoughts, and 
by endeavouring to excite in our {elves Holy delires and 
Holy attetions. Nor bur theſe means may be (ujficient of 
themſelves to cauſe them ro grow in us; but becauſe that 
God is pleas'd ro conceal his tupernatural Operations under 
thoſe means that appear Human. Mock and it (hall bz opencd 
nnto yee ; asf and you [hall recerve. The Queen's, great cn plo\ » 
ments never hindered her onc Day from being preſent ar pub- 
lick Prayers, which may be {aid to be the leait rime that ſhe 
employed on that Duty. For how often in her Clolet did 
ſhe nor humble her ſelf before the King of Kings, in whoſe 
fight the King's of the Earth are bur as Duſt, roacknowledge 
how mean and deſpicable the was, in compariſon of him, before 


whom the Angels cover their Faces. With what Humilify did 
jhe 
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ſhe not pay him Homage for all that ſhe had, and forall thar 
the was. 

Nor can I paſs over in ſilence rhe trouble and perplexity of 
this great Prince(s, when the Prince her Auguſt Husband, 
afer redoubled follicitations from the Engliſh Nation, found 
himſelf conſtrain'd to paſs over into England. Which way 
ſoever the Princeſs turn'd her ſelf at that time, ſhe beheld 
nothing on every ſide but occaſions of tear and affliction. 
France and the King of Enzland in League together, were 
upon the point of deſtroying the proteſtant Religion. This 
Republick ſaw themſelves in imminent danger. The liberty 
of Europe was threatned with approaching Ruin. England in 
particular was in ſuch an agitation as tended to a general In- 
turretion. The wrong'd and opprels'd People were reſoly'd 
to hazard all, rather then ſee their Laws and their Religion 
overturn'd. in this extremity what was our Princeſs to do, 
bur pray to God, as ſhe did without ceaſing, in the publick 
Churches, in her Chapel, privately in her Cloſer, that he 
would be pleas'd in order to the accompliſhment of his Holy 
Will, to direct all things for his Glory,to the advancement of 
the Kingdom of Jeſus Chriſt his Son, and the preſervation of 
the lives of Two Princes, of which the one was her Father, 
and r'other was become another elf,as being ty'd to her by the 
ſtrongeſt tyeson Earvh. God heard her Pray ers. Never was 
a Revolution of that importance with leſs Tumult, with more 
Calmneſs, and leſs Bloodſhed. The People who had call'd in 
thar grsat Prince for the ſupport of their Laws and their Re- 
ligion, receive him with loud Acclamations and Teſtimonies 
ot rhcir extraordinary joy. Afterwards K. James took upon him 
a Rcſolution to retire out of his Kingdom, without being 
oblig'd to it, and without the leaſt violence offer'd to him. 
"Twas to the prudent Conduct of the preſent King, and the 
Queens Prayers, that we are to aſcribe the ſuccels and caſe 
nels of this miraculous Reyolution through the diſpenſation 
of Divine Providence, | They 
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They who had the Honour to be acquainted with the Cha- 
racer of this great Queen, well knew that the luſtre of a 
Crown did never dazle her. No, ncver Princeſs of ſuch an 
Illuſtrious Birth and Rank as hers, deſcended, as every body 
knows, from a long Race of Kings, and Ally'd to the greatelt 
Princes of Enrope, was endued with ſuch a rcal! Humility : 
And tho ſhe were more capable of Rceigning then any Perton 
of her Sex, and that ſhe had given Teſtimonics of it in tick- 
liſh and difficult Conjuncures,and rho ſhe performed that bur- 
thenſome employment, ſo much to the ſatisfaction of the 
Eng! iſh as will cauſe her to be always belov'd and lamented by 
that Nation, nevertheleſs there was a 1cal torrow to be pcr- 
ccived in her Countenance, that ſhe was to quir this C oun» 
try to which ſhe had been accuſtomed, and ro whom the 
pleaſantneſs of it appeared {o ch:rming, where ſhe had been 
reſpeed, careſs'd, eſteem'd, and if I may preſume to fay ir, 
ador'd by all the World ; where while ſhe led a calm and 
pleaſing Life, ſhe has been heard ro ſay, and I have heard her 
my ſelf, when ſhe was congratulated upon her acvancement 
to the Crown, That many times, ſo mu h Grandeur was atnrth 1. 
That in ſuch Stations People liv'd with leſs content to th-mſ.lves 
then other, and that ſhe fhould wiſh ſhe were in Holland 1z.in. 
And indeed ſhe had Reaſon to fay fo : For it miy be fſa:d of 
thoſe that Govern, that they reſemble the Stars that thine 
with a bright luſter, bur are never ar reft. And this repo'e 
it is which being made ſo good a uſc of as ſhe was wonr to 
do, that is ſo beneficial for thoſe char defire to take care of 
their Salvation. 

*Twas this defire of her Salvation which cſtrang'd her fo 
fervently from the thin2s of this World, and which caus'd 
her to think ſo often of hcr end, "Twas this luca of wna- 
voidable death, which this devour Soul {tiil fer every cay 
before her Eyes, looking upon ir, as attendec and accompa- 
ny'd with the Sentence of God, this will in that very n 0+ 
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ment cither pronounce for or againſt us, an Eternity of Glo- 
ry, or an Eternity of Miſcry and Damnation. Come Luke- 
warm Souls, unworthy Souls that think you have done e- 
nough for your Salvation, and who, over-rul'd by the mul- 
tiplicity of your Aitairs and your Pleaſures, delay your Con- 
verſion till the laſt minutes of your gaſping breath, come 
and learn by the Example of a great Queen, that the molt 
Emincnt, the moit difficult, the molt indiſpenſable 1mploy- 
ments ovght never to make us forget the grand affairs of 
Salvation, and the formidable Judgment of the laſt day. 7 
have let no day paſs, faid the Pious Queen, when they told 
hcr what a cangerous condition her Lite was in; 7 have let 
zo day poſs without thinking np-u Death. So that ſhe did nor 
look u:pon it, as the people of the World are wont to look 
upon it, With dread and Horrour, but ſhe lookt upon it at- 
tcr a Mott Chriſtian-like manner, as the end of her time, 
and the happy entrance into Etcrnity.”Twas this Reflexion up» 
on the ſhortneſs of Life, and the inconceivable Diuturnity 
of Ercrnal Bliſs, which wrought in her this Etic&, that ſhe 
was nct taken with any thing of Temporal Grandeur, bur 
that ſhe had a high eſteem of Eternity. She had frequently 
thought vpon that Sentence which will be pronounced to e- 
very one of us at the h_.ur of Death. 7ou ſhall be no more. 
A ta a! Sentence for ſo many people, a Terrible decree, of 
which Death ir felf is to be the Executioner. Butthey who, 
like her, think and meditate upon death in their Life time, 
dic not when they dic, death being no more to them then 

mc Be2inning of Life 
T his Pious Qucen meditating upon death and the duties 
of Chriſtianity, had learnt in the Sacred Scriptures, that the 
Love of our Neighbour neceſſarily attends the Love of God, 
and that the Glorious promiſes of Life Ercernal, are only 
made to thole who arc uſcful ro Mankind; either by In- 
firuction, or by Succour or Aſſiſtance, *I'was this Cnarity 
Which 
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which is fo highly recommended in Holy Scripture, by the 
Saviour of the World, which this Pious Queen cxerci;:d with 
ſo much care and ſo much Zcal, Whatever repreſenced it 
{elf to her Eyes as a ſuffering Perſon, was the object of her 
Compatllien and her Charity. With what goodncts did the 
ſtill inform her (cif of the wants of necelliues of thole that 
were ia Afliction 2 With-what care did the oriier 'cm to be 
provided for? Her Alms had no other Bounds then tholc 
which God had given to the Grandeur of her Power. | 
have ſeen Tears in her Eyes, fer ſorrow that j>: cculd not do {6 
much as ſhe delir'd., With what Gco.inels, 1 will nor {ay of 
a Pzinccls and a Queen, bur of a Mother; di.j ſhe rake par- 
ticular Accompts, and make particular Enquirics for the tuc- 
cour of Poor Families, Parents over-burthen'd with a great 
number of Children, Children depriv'd of their Parcnts, 
Aged People withour any relicf of Children or Kindred 2 B..c 
more eſpecially, with what Goodneſs, with what Tendernels, 
did ſhe intereſt her ſelf in the Diſtreiies and Want of a grear 
number of Perſons of Quality, who had generouily quired 
their Country, their Dignirics, thcir Eſtates, their Relacions, 
to follow Jelus Chriſt, rather then do any thing to wrong 
their Conſciences. You know it, you that weep, you thac 
with ſomuch reaſon lament a lols ſo great,fo overwhelming and 
{o highly deſerving your Moans and Lamentations. I cn oc 
diſapprove the Tears you ſhed, let *em have their free couric 3 
if ever Perſon werited the Eficas of your forrow, withour 
doubt *'rwas this Auguſt Queen: But ſer 'em however their jutt 
bounds, and remember that 'tis the decree of Heaven, and 
that we ought to yield an entire and profound fubmiilion to 
what ever comes from thence. 

Let us take care to appeaſe the Wrath of God juſtly prove» 
ked againſt us, which beroav'd us of this Pious Queen,ot which 
the World was not worthy. If we defire to do any thing 
pleaſing ro God, acceptable ro rhe memory of this G04 and 
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Charitable Princeſs ; let us make good uſe of this Example 

f Charity which ſhe has thew'd us while ſhe remained among 
us in this World; let us renounce all manner of Pride a 1d Va- 
nity; an.| if we have any thing to ſpare froin our Neceſli- 
tizs, let us employ ir well, Ict us be Charitable as much as

Verily I ſay unto you, for as 
much as you have done it to on? of th:ſ: little ones ye have done it 
to m?, Coane and enjoy th: Kingdom which was prepared for ye from 
the Beginning of the World. 

'T was this Charity that made her ſhut her Eares againſt 
Calumny and Backbiting. Never durlt any one ſpeak 111 of 
any body before the Queen, Neither Flatrery nor Calumny, 
two of the molt dangerous Peſts of Soveraign Courts, durſt 
never open their Moutus in her Piefence. Sander was ut- 
terly bannith'd from her ſight and Hearing. 7 at ominate the 
Seeret Slanderer, and him that is double Tongw'd, for he is the 
D:ftruttion of ſeveral that liw'd in Peace, ſays the Wiſe Man. 
And indced it is not enough for Great Perſons not to be 
Slanderers, bur they mult nev.r ſhew any marks of their tak- 
ing Plcafure in Slander; ler it be deliver'd with never ſo much 
Wir and quaintnels. For what do they do by their Complacen» 
cies and cncourging {miles, but animate theSlanderer,andwarm 
the malicious Serpent, that his malignant Sting may peirce 
more ſurely and more to the quick. Let 'em Underſtand 
that they are no le(s the Aſlaſſins of their Brethren, when by 
their Crucl Abetringthey ſharpen the weapon thatruns 'em 
through; then if they ſtroke the Fatal blow themſelves that 
made the Mortal Wound. Lord ſays David, Who ſhall abide 
in thy Tabzrnacke? Fle that is pure in his Life, whoſe attions are 
iuft, who ſpraks ahways according to Truth, who Slanders not his 
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Neiehbour, and who l:nds not his Ear to the Backbiter, This is 
then one more Encomium which it bchove; us to give the 
Queen, and which you, who had the Honour to be near her 
Perſon, knew that ſhe molt ju:tly deſerved. Let us endea- 
vour to imitate her in this as well as the reſt of her Admira- 
ble Virtues. 

If I make it thus my buſinels to {:t before your Eyes, the 
Virrues of this Queen, 'tis becauſe they were thoſe which 
She particularly Carcſlcd ; and becauſe rhey are alſo in reality 
ſolid Virtues, and the Foundations of all the reſt, Bur if 
ſhe poſſeſſed 'em in an eminent Degree, it may be ſaid with- 
out Flattery, that there arc few perions in the World, that 
had for their ſhare a greater number of thoſe which the 
World ſo highly boaſts of, and which without doubt are very 
agreeable and molt uſeful ro perſons of Quality, and par- 
ticularly to thoſe that arc {o highly exaited above others. 

Beſides that Beauty, that Majeſty, that comely Grace, 
chat noble Aire which accompany'd every thing ſhe 4id ; 
She had together with a folid Judgment, a Polite and plea(- 
ing Wir. She was extreamly addictcd to reading, aud had 
made good ulc of it. She gave a Sound Judgment of mens 
Writings, and the Products of Wir, but with an extraor= 
dinary Modeſty, which made her frequently demand the 
Opinion of orhers, rather then give her own Judgment. Her 
Converſation was calic, and ſhe gave a pleaſing Turn to c- 
very thing ſhe ſaid, ſhe {pake French and Dutch with the 
ſame readineſs as Engliſh. And when there happen'd to be 
perſons about hcr of thoſe three Nations, that underſtood no 
other then their own Language, whica happen'd almoſt eve- 
ry day, ſhe ſpoke ſometimes one, then another Language, 
with a Surprizing readinels, and without ever miſtaking, 
which is very Extraordinary, and fo well ordered her buſineis, 
in ſpeaking to every one in their turn, that never any Body 
departed from her preſence but was extreamly fatishied ; and 
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chirm'd with her obliging behaviour. She allo wrote as ſhe 

jpoke a free and narural Hand: She was very well read in 

Hiſtory, the was likewiſe a Lover of French Authors, and 

uadcritooa all the Delicacy ot that Language. 

Sh2 was pcrtctiy well inftruqed in Religion; and ha- 
ving had frequent Diſcourſes w.th Learned and able Divines, 
the had greatly advantag'd her !elt by their knowledge. So 
Lhar it may be truiy ſaid thar the Devotion was an enlighten- 
ed Devotion, Sincere and far remote from Superlititton and 
ail manner of Oltentation, 

However a Conf: 'crable time was requiſite to accompliſh 
all th13; and therctore there was fumetining of admirable in 
the Diligence of tiiis Excel ent Queen, and very Extraordi- 

nary in a Perſon of her Sex, her Age and De-

ſtinguith, and the had a high eſteem for Perſons of merit and 
Picty. And it may be truly faid, that thoſe Perfons that 
{he Honour'd with her particular Contidence and Eſteem, are 
Perions of ſolid and diſtinguiſhed worth; therefore ſhe high- 
ly cherith'd *em, and wharever buſinels ſhe had, ſhe wrote 
co 'cm from time to time with her own Hand : Together with 
all this: Her Inclinations were admirable; ſhe was generous

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Charitable, Good, Liberal and Beneficent beyond Expreſſion: 
So that ſhe was belov'd,not as uſuallyGreart Perſonages are bes 
loy'd, out of Intercſt, or Neceſlity, or Policy ; for ſhe had 
in that the {ame Advantage that Private Per'ons have, to be 
belov'd by Choice, by Eiteem, by Inclination, and becauſe 
ſhe was altogether Amiabſle. 

Never was the Eſteem and Aﬀection which al! the World 
had for this Great Princeſs ſo well underſtood, as when ſhe 
departed for England. Every Body preſſed to make their Ad- 
dreſſes to her, and tho? ſhe were going to receive a Crown, 
the ſorrow that the People had to fee that ſhe mult leave *om, 
made 'em forget their joy that ſo much Grandeur and Honour 
was preparing for her.

When ſhe parted from the 
H.zne all the Pcople throng'd in Heapes the Court to the 
Coaches could not paſs; every Body Wepr, and every Body 
loaded her with Benedict ons and tender wiſhes. All the 
People attended her to the Sea, and the Sky relounded with 
the loud Crics and Farcwel Acclamations of the Muititude. 
And indeed when thele fort of Demonſtrations of Love and 
Aﬀedtion happen, more cfpecially in Republicks, where the 
People are nor obliged to reſtify whar they have in their 
Hearts, it muſt be acknow!cdg'd, that rthele loud Crics, theſe 
good Withes and Benedictions are the Voice of the Hearr, 
or rather the Voices which Merit and Vircue produced in the 
Heart, and caus'd to iſfue forth from as many Lips as there 
were Perſons. 

Bur beſides the good Qualities peculiar to thoſe of her 
Sex, it may be faid, that ſhezhad a Ripe and Solid Judgment, 
and a ſurprizing Capacity for the management of Afairs, 
and which caus'd the Admiration of Forcign Miniſters. This 
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Great Queen in a Word was enduc] with all the Virtue, and 
all the Charms of the moſt Virtuous and Amiable Women, 
and all the Merit and Capacity of the molt Famous Men. 
This, next to God, was your. Workmanſhip, Great and Mag- 
naaimous Hero, who having made choice of this Princcls, a

rity by the common Vote and Suffrage;:. and unanimous

» What --was' then the Grief of theſe. People, when not» 
without ſighs and 'Tears, -and Sobs. interrupted: with 'grief.,! 
when a Prince(s fo dearly beloved, ſet' Saib-from this Shoar, 
and 'teft this her ſo well belov*d Country, never toreturn : 
What was then the Joy of thoſe People, when ſhe arriv*d 
upon the 'Exg/fh Coaſt ; when the Citizens of . Londox 
beheld their Future Queen , what 'Crouding, what Ap-' 
plauſes, what Acclamations, is more-eafie to be imagin'd 
than tobe related, or comprehended in. Words. | 

But when the King was to ſubdue Ire/azd; when our 
Great General was frequently to croſs the Seas, in order to 
withſtand the Common Enemy of Earope ; with what pru- 
dencedid ſhe adminiſterthe Grand Aﬀairs? how wiſely, and 
adviſedly govern the Kingdom, and with what Magnanimi. 
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ty confirtn the Minds' of the People ? Witneſs that Diſmal 
and Fatal Day, wherr tipon the Tydings of the Navy ſhat- 
ted at Sea, and of the threatned Invaſion of the Enem 
byLand, like an Armed Minerva, ſhe rode _—_ the Ct- 
ty, raiſed the dejeted Spirits of the People, reſtored Life 
and Couragetoall, and muſter'd her ſelf the Soldiers deſfign'd 
for the Guard of the Coaſts. Witneſs Havre de Grace, 
and that other Town upon the Coaſt of Fraxce, by the Cou- 
rage of the Enpliſh Fleet which her induſtrious Care ſet 
forth, laid in Ruines, and thunder'd into Aſhes. Witnefs 
Both Houſes of Parliament, that return'd Thanks to their 
Queen upon that occaſion,and openly and wry So 
the {entiments of their Heartsin words at large. that the 
Engliſh were hardly ſenſible of theabſence of their King; nor 
nor was there any thing which they wanted, but only the 
Perſon of the King. 

Thus for ſeveral Years this Royal Heroeſs held a Divided 
Empire between her Royal Husband and her felf. SheruPd 
England, while William govern'd Belgium, till toward theend 
ofthe preceeding Year,ſhe began to ſink under the firſt Afaults 
of aTerrrible Diſeaſe;whichtho it ſlacken*d at the Beginning, 
afterwards every Day prevailing more and more, and the fa- 
tal hour approaching, after ſhe had bid adieu to Royal Pomp 
andall Earthly Afﬀairs, ſhe betook her ſelf to pious meditati- 
ons, plac'd her only hopes in God alone, and to himcommens 
ded her ſoul. 

In the mean time, together with ſeveral others of the ſame 
Order, the Pious and moſt Reverend Archbiſhop of Caxter- 
bary, Dr. Tenniſon, viſited her, who obſerving how danger- 
oully ill ſhe was, and for that Reafon, with pious and whol- 
ſome Exhortations, putting her in mind of her approaching 
End, with an undaunted Countenance, ſhe return'd him this 
maſculine and truly royal exprefſion,I a xot now to prepare for 
Deathyt has been my ſtudy all the 49! of myLife, Then the Arch- 
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biſhop gaveher the Memorial of the Divine Body,the Sacra- | 


ment of our Militia. Which having received, after ſhe had 
given her laſt, and never to be repeated Embraces to her 
moſt Dear Husband, ſhe compos*d her {elf altogether to die, 
and b»rween the ſixth and ſeventh of January, about mid- 


night, in the Royal Palace of Kenſiagron, pioully and placid- 


ly expiring, ſurreuder*d her chaſt ſoul to God, as became fo 
Devyout a Princeſs. | 


Oh Black and Diſmal Night ! O horrid Day that follow-- 


ed, and blacker than the N:ght it ſelf! Fallacious Hopes / 
and Vain Cogitations, even of Kings themſelves! The He- 
70, ſooty with the Duſt and Smoak of War, and tyr'd with 
the Labours of a Tedious Campaign, delighted in the Em- 
braces of his Beloved Conſort, and thought to have waſted 
the Winter Hours in her Society. - But his Wiſhes were di{- 
appointed : Inſtead of Joy I meets with Sorrow, Mourn- 
ing inſtead of Applauſe,and finds a Funeral where he thought 
to have met a Wite. His otherwiſe Invincible Courage, 
gives way to Raging Grief; and he who had ſo often con- 
temn*d the Bullets and Swords of his Enemies ; he who 
dreaded neither Flames nor Steel, nor Death it felt, Langui- 
ſhes, Falls, and Swoons away upon the Death of his Dear- 
eſt Queen. He remembers himſelf to be but a Kzzz , finds 
himſelf a Man, and not unwilling, acknowledges the Exceſs 
of his Grief. Mijerable man that I am, ſaid he, I have loft the 
beſt of Women, and the moſt pleaſing Compaion of my Life! 
Nor was that ſo much the Expoſing ot Love as of Truth 
it ſelf : For al! that knew her, acknowledg tis Queen tohave 
been the beſt and moſt Exccllent of Women, cndufd with 
all Royal and Chriſtian Virtues, and Adorn'd with all the 
Graces bothof Body and Mind. | | 
And altho theſe Blefſings of the Mind are really. ſolid and 
ſempiternal Bleſſings, far to be prefer*d before the PerfeCti- 
ons of the Body ; yet Vertue ſhines more Beautifully, and 
more 
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more pleaſingly inſinuates it ſelf into'us from-a Graceful and 
Beautiful Body,, after a manner not to be expreſs4d. Which» 
if it be tru* in private Perſons, how much more in Princes, 
in whom that Excellency and Grace of Body charms and adds 
to the Allurementsof Dignity by unknown and ſecret Infi- 
nuations* . For ſeeing thatthe moſt Beautiful Workmanſhip 
of God is Man, and the more exccllent part of Man is the. 
Mind; how rarea thing and how tranſcendent is itto carry a 
beautiful Mind in a beautiful Structure of Body, and to how 
few Mortals doth that pecfeftion happen ? But inthe Queen 
both theſe Perfetions were Eminent. For ſhe had a 
ſtrufture of Body to Adnuration ; Taller than ufual, well 
ſhap'd, well proportion*d, and Majeſtick. Cor:eſpondentta. 
her Body was her Face, becomming, Empire and Command, 
A radiant Beauty overſpcad her Countenance,and the Conco- 
mitants of Beauty, Grace , a Royal Viajeſty, and a certain 
ſeverity, nn with a mild ſcrenity : You might know 
her to be a Queen by her Aſpect. But a much nobler gueſt 
Inhabited this Domicil ; a min& more Lovely thanhet Bo- 
dy ; from whence, as from a perpetual Fountain, and a cer- 
tain unexhauſted Spring, all other both Royal and Chriſtian 
Vertues exuberantly Flow*'d ; which how many, how tran- 
ſcendent and Iiluſtrious rhey were, their Enumeration and 
Contemplation will make manic!t. 

Inthe firſt place, How extraordinary was her underſtand- 
ing and her iu{ight into all Aiairs? How quick and fmart 
her judgmenr in d.ſcerning ? How grearher Memory 1n re- 
taining? With whata Fortitude eacov'd in undertaking? 
Viith what a Reſolution ro Execute * What an Elevation 
of mind ? Qn the other [ide, how Mild, how. Gentle, how 
Clement, how Courtcous ? How Aﬀable? How:'Good, ; 
and what an inbred au narura! Zenigrity. $0ward: all Men ?-, 
How Prudent and W-ie in <&mini{tring the Aﬀairs of the 
Kingdom? How ſevere and jult 1n the ———— of . 
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' Differences'® In the Diſtribution: of Punifhments and Re- | 


wardsz.? How munificent and liberal- to the: Poor? © How: 
ſingularly modeſt? How frugal and temperate in the mid(t 
of the Temptations of Life, and in the Pleaſures of a Court ? 
'Fhat hardly ever any private Perſon Jeſs indulg*d her elf, 
than a Princeſs advanced to ſuch an Illuftrious Station, of 
Honour and Dignity. 

; But nothing was more TIlluſtrious in her, nothing more | 
commendable, or more deſerving Admiration and Encomis , 
utn, among ſo many and ſo great Vertues, than that prima- 
ry and above all tranſcending Vertue, real and fincere Pi- 
ety, which the wiſeſt of Kings adjudg*d to be the beginnin 
of all Wiſdom. There was nothing which ſhe eſteem* 
more Religiouſly incumbent upon her, than to ſerye the Im- 
mortal God, and be afftduous in his Worſhip; to defend, 
maintain and propagate, with all the Force of bs Kingdom, 
the true Religion purg*d and purified from Idols and Super- 
ſtition, Nor was it her Opinion, that piety conſiſted in the 
Lips, but in the Heart; not in ſubtil Diſputes, but in good 
Works ; not in the Knowledg but the Obſervation of Pre- 
cepts, and in the Cordial Performance of enjoyn'd Duties. 
Nor was it her choice with the Athenians, rather to know 
than do that which was right ; but with the Antient Cato, 
tho more truly than he, rather to be good, than to ſeem fo, 
In the morning ſhe roſe with the Sun, and Worſhip*d the 
Lord of Heaven and Earth. Bus when ſhe was ſometimes 
forc*d to riſe at midnight, by reaſon of the Urgent Afairs 
ofthe State, and could not afterwards ſleep, ſhe command- 
cd either the Holy Scripture, or ſome other Pious Book, tobe 
brought her. If any perſons came to Viſither in a morning 
before ſhe had pour'd forth her Prayers, ſhe ſent «em back 
with this Expreſſhon, That ſhe was firft to ſerve the Kjng of 
Kjngs.1t any perſons were faid to ſeek her Life by Treacher 
and Conſpiracy, her Anſwer: was, That ſhe ſubmitted to the 
Will of Heaven. She 
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She was ever preſent at Publick CongreFations, cſpecially 
when the Army was in motion, and {ome more imminent 
dangers threatned: 

And when ſhe was there, no perſon more attentive to the 
Preacher, no perſon pour'd forth more fervent Prayers to 
Cod, with a mind, rather than a Countcnance Dejected and 
hix'd upon the Earth. 

Then, how benificent, how bountiful, both in the Church, 
and without it, to the wanting Members of the Church, in 
all Parts of the Earth * How many thouſands did ſhe ſup- 
port at herown Charges, which that ſame horrid Tempelt, 

and diſmal Rage of the Monks, which they call Piety, had 
driven into theſe Countrys, or into England, Exiles from 
their Native Country, and depriv'd of the Liberty of their 
Conſcicnces, much dearer than their Country ? Who, laſtly, 
ever was inrcal Want, to whoſe Succour ſomething did not 
always flow from that abounding Fountain * Four times 
every year, ſhe ſent Letters, Subſcrib'd with her own Hand, 
with Mony to be diſtributed to the Poor, from whom ſhe 
never dcſir'd the Repayment of Thanks. *Tis not above 
three years ſince, that ſhe ſenta vaſt Sum of Mony into Ho!- 
[and tor the Relicf of the Poor,and to ſupply the neceſſities of 
a bitter Winter, concealing her Name, according to her 
Cuſtom. Benign and Munificent Princeſs ! Give thou 
wouldit, but yet conceal thy Name : Hadlt thou been now 
alive, how many poor and indigent, that Periſh'd through 
the intenſe Rigour of this laſt Winter, had becnthen relicy'd 
by thy moſt Royal Bounty ? | 

Mt as ſhe Conſecrated her firſt and chickcſt Duties to God, 

her ncxt ſhe Dedicated to her Husband. How Lovingly did 
ſhe Accompany him at his Departure ? How attectionately 
did ſhe Embrace him Returning? With how much Kind- 
ne and Sweeineſs did ſhe Compenſate the Hardſhips of 
Wer, and continual Travel by him ftuſtaurd ? This laſt 
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time, unhappy laſt Time ! With what an incredible ſpeed 
and Fervency, contemning the Injuries of the Weather, did 
ſhe haſten to meet her deareſt Conſort, and OOENG 
his fafe Return ? While the King was abſent, ſhe alonetook 
care of all the Aﬀairs of the Kingdom : When he was pre- 
ſent, ſhe ceaſed to meddle with any Publick Bufineſs, but 
ſurrendred back the Government of the whole Empire into 
his Hand ; more joyful to reſign it, than, to take it up. So 
that never any Mother of a Family could be more obſequi- 
ous to her Husband, than ſhe was to the King. 

Nor are you to believe, ſhe waſted that Life in idleneſs. 
She had buſineſs enough to do. She oblig'd all People by 
her Favours. She ſtudied to deſerve the love of all men : 
She Cur'd the Sick ; ſhe ſuccoured the AﬀMitted ; and dif: 
perſed Relief toall that were in Want, or that Laboured un- 
der any Calamity of Body. Of Time, fo pretious, andthe 
only thing of which we may be laudably allow*d to be Co- 
vetous , ſhe was moſt ſparing and parcimonious. Many 
times ſhe ſet her Royal Hands to Embroider ; which ſhe 
did not think beneath her felf, in imitation of the Antient 
Quzens. VVhen at the ſame time (give ear great Seneca, 
who ſo highly commendeſt to us Covetouſneſs of Time) ſhe 
order'd to be read to her ſome profitable and learned Piece, 
which treated cither of Politicks, or Hiſtory, of Erhicks, or 
of Divinity. Sheher ſelf alſo Read very much, whether in 
the City or the Country, and with honeſt, yet delightful eafc 
deceiv'd her ſolitary Hours ; ſothat like the great Scipio Afr;e 
canus, ſhe was never leſs at leiſure, than when atlerfure, ne- 
ver leſs alone than when alone ; and like that other Scipyo, 
Advantageouſly and Elegantly divided her Intervals of I ci. 
fure and Bufineſs. An Egregious Act, enough to ſhame not 
only V Vomen, not only Youth, but Men of Years and 
Learmung. Nor was it long ſince (give Ear ye Kings and 
Princes) that ſhe Ereted in her Palace, a Library peculiar 
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to her ſelf; a Precedent but rarely heard of before ; *nd 
had furniſh'd it, not ſo much with Gaudy as with uſeful 
Books. Thence had ſhe drawn a copious Stock of Learning; 
deeply Read in Hiſtory, and no leſsskilPd in ArchiteQure, 
and Geometry : So that the Situations of all Countries, Re- 
g10ns, Cities and Seaport-Towns were familiar to her. 

And ſhe, who expended ſo much upon the Worſhip of 
God, her Duty to her Husband, upon the People, and upon 
all in Neceſſity ; how much did ſhe Expend upon her ſelf ? 
She ſpent all upon her Mind ; took little or no care of her 
Body. V Vhen any new faſhion'd Garment, or coſtly Orna- 
ment was ſhewed her, ſhe rejected 'em as ſuperfluous, and' 
Anſwered, The Mony might be better laid out upon the Poor. 
Wonderful Princeſs, endu'd with fo Pious and Modeſt a 
Mind ! Great Exemplar, fit for Imitation ! She heſtows up- 
on the Poor, ſhe denies her ſelf, ſhe contemns, ſo great 
and Potent a Princefs neglects and fſcorns thoſe Things, 
which all other private Women ſo ardently and vehemently 
covet and defrre. 

Which ſhall I moſt admire amidſt ſo many, and fo great 
Vertues ? Whether that extraordinary Piety towards God, 
that ſhun ſo —_— forth in her tender Years ; while * 
never Woman worſhip'd, lov'd, and honour'd God with 
a more fervent or purer zeal ? Whether that ſacred, and 
Praiſe-worthy Deſire of promoting Religion, upon which 
ſhe was fo ſingularly intent, that without the Providence 
of God, and the Care and Vigilance of this our Princefs, 
we ſhould have hardly had any ftirring by this ? Whether 
that moſt ardent Conjugal Love, wherein ſhe far exceeded 
(rus Panthea, Mauſolins's Ariemiſia, and Mithridates's. 
Hypſicratea? Whether that Prudence and Wiſdom in Go-+ 
verning , wherein ſhe ſurpaſs*d not only Women, but 
many famous Men ? Whether her Equity in the Admini-- 
ſtration of Juſtice ; while Men lookt upon her as Superiour 
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to Ariſtides, to Phociax, and deem'd her to be Juſtice her 
ſelf ? Whether that Benign, both Mind and Covntenance 
that equall'd her with Socrates , and his Imperial Compc- 
titor Antoninus, while her deportmcnt was aflable and be- 
nevolent to all ſorts and degrees of People ; fully convinc'd 
that nothing could be more Royal than the Saying of that 
moſt excellent Prince, and Emperor, molt like herſelf, that 
it behoy'd her not to let any Perſon depart fad from her 
Preſence ? VVhether that Modeſty and Temperance, that 
Frugality in ſo great an Exuberency of Fortune ; by means 
of which ſhe ſtood impregnable to all the "Temptations, 
and Circean Sorcerics of a Vicious Court, nor could be {e- 
duc'd from the Paths of true Vertue ? So that her Court 
ſcem*d not to be the Manſion of a Queen, but the Houſe 
of ſome private Matron , or rather the 'Temple of Cha- 
ſtity ; by which means ſhe made the Bad Good, as 1s faid 
of Antoninus the Philoſopher, the Good Better and like her 
ſelf ? Or whether her Clemency, and good Nature prone to 
win the Good-will of all People; fo that ſhe was no «<lefs 
griev'd than they who Petition*d, if it ſo fell out that ſhe 
could not grant their Requeſts ; and like that moſt Mag- 
nanimous Prince, thought that day loſt wherein ſhe was not 
kind to ſome body or other ? Or that tranſcendent Benif- 
cence, her Compaſſion, and that Motherly Aﬀection of a 
Munificent Princeſs to the Sick and Poor, whoſe charitable 


( Deeds, like thoſe of the Roman Centurion may be thought 


to have aſcended up into Heaven? Or laſtly, thatextraordi- 
nary, and more than Maſculine Magnanimity and Conſtan- 
cy, as wellthrough the whole Courſe of her Lite, as at her 
Death ? Who among the poorett, and molt miſerable ever 
with more eaſineſs relign'd this mortal Life, ſo obnoxious to 
a Thouſand Calamitics,then She, in the miditof Regal Pomp, 
and plenty with a Royal,and truly Heroick Mind, contemn'd 
and {urrender'd all the Pleaſures of Lite, and Regal Dignity, 
and 
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and haſten*d to the Supream King of Heaven and Earth, 
by whom ſhe had been only ſent us hitherto ? How many 
proofs did ſhe manifeft of a Mind undaunted, joyful, and 
defirous to leave this Life ? How many clear 2nd evident 
Demonſtrations did ſhe give of her Love to God ? How 
comfortably did ſhe addreſs herſelf to the King and the 
reſt of the ſtagders by ? How well aſſured of Eternal Lite 
and Immortality did fhe bid farewell to: this Life, and all 
Terreſtrial Fehcitics, and tranſmigrate to that fame only 
Fountain, and perpetual Spring of all Beatitude ? So that 
her Life and Death was a moſt perfet and conſummate 
Exemplar of Vertue and Piety: Nor did Nature ever 
produce any thing more excellent than ſhe,” who in all her 
Life never did, never faid or 'thought ' any - thing bur 
what was Praiſe-worthy ; fo that what was faid of S$cipro 
AEmilianas may be more truly recorded of our Princets, whoſe 
Vertues were ſo many, ſo great, and of that moment eve- 
ry -one, that no Man ever durſt prefume fo much as tacit- 
ly' to beg of the Immortal God, as this our Queen obtain*d 
trom the moſt indulgent Diſpenſer of all Good. 

And becaufe the mind of Man is better diſcern'd by 
his Death than' by his Life; for Man 1s apt in his Lite 
time to' conceal 'and diſſemble his AﬀeCttions ; but at his 
Death the Mask heing remov*d, he appears whar he 1s ; 
what was more [noble or {ignal than the Death - of this 
Queen ? What 'more becoming a Wiſe Man and a Chri- 
{tian than that ſaying'of hers, 'Thzs 5 not the firfi trme that 
I prepar'd my ſelf for Death. Great Sentence! 1noit worthy a 
Philoſopher and a Pious Mian ! What more does Pinlofophy 
teach us, what more the Chrtiitian Retigion ! For 1f Ph 
lofophy be meditation upon Death, as rightly of old the 
Pluonrcs oblery'd ; it we mult be always learning to dve, 
2ccording to the Smoirs, may not ſhe be fail ro have: Jived 
a Pho hcl Life , avid the Itkett co ySorrates lumiclt, who 
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during the whole courſe of her Lite, was always medita- 
ting upon Death ? Socrates is every where lovely, every 
4vhere appears a Vertuous and Holy Man, but no where 
more lovely or greater, thanat his Exit, and at his death 
which he 10 gm {ought, by which he immortaliz'd 
his Vertue and Integrity, and confirm'd what he had all a- 
long taught, pot by Words but Deeds, and his Volunta- 
ry Exit out of this Life, How much a more Ggnal and 
[ audable Teſtimony of her Vertue and Santtity, than that 
Philoſopher, did our Queen give to the World by her death, 
ſo Heroick, and to be imitated by all Chriſtians * Who for- 
fook not a private, not a miſerable, but a Royal Lite, a- 
bounding in all delights, without the leaſt repining ; who 
fo departed this Life as from a Banquet ; efcap'd from the 
Court as out of a. Priſon ; whomore aſſur'd of the immor- 
rality of her Soul, and the hopes of a better Life, with a 
greater Reſolution, did not inflict aſpontancous Death up- 
on herſelf, but expected a decreed Stroak from the Hand of 
the Supream Lord of all things. who forbids us to quit our 
Stations uncommanded by himſelf; and beheld the common 
Enemy of Mankind, the moſt terrible of all moſt terrible 
things, with a Mind altogether undaunted, and a Counte- 
nance nothing terriaed. No wonder ſhe had learnt to dye, 
it had been her only Study. She underſtood the Frailty 
of Life, like Glaſs, the brighter the more brittle. She knew 
that we dy<d every day ; that rhe beginning of Life was the 
beginning of Death ; that there was nothing firm and 
Stable here ; that we are promis*d another Lite, conſtant, ſo- 
lid and and permanent ; that Deathis but the Paſſage to it ; 
that no Man can dye well, but he that livd well; that no 
Man lives well but hethat has Deathalways before his Eyes, 
and has learnt to dye well. Our Princels fill'd with theſe 
Cogitations, ſcorn'd and fepudiated all the conveniences and 
blandiſhments of Life, Honors and Digrutics, Scepters and 

Diadems, 
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Diadems, and whatever Men deem Fortunate ; and with a 
great and Royal Mind while ſhe livd, contemn*d Life, 
and Death when ſhe dy*d: and by ſodoing, nobly 2nd glo- 
rioully triumph*d over both. 

Renown*d Woman of a Maſculine, and Couragious Spt-. 
rit, victorious over Death it felt | By what name 
ſhallI call thee ? Whether Parent of thy Country, formerly 
the Sirname aſcrib'd to Livia, bnt more truly to be given 
to thee ? Whether Augult, which was attributed to the Ro- 
»azx Empreſſes, but due to thy Merit, than which nothing 
was more Sacred, nothing more Augult ? Or the belt of Prin- 
ceſſes, which was firſt allow*d to Scepio Maſica, afterwards 
to Trajan, by decree of the Senate: An Epithete, that muſt 
never be renew*d again, now thou art gone, nor will re- 
turn to Earth without the Remembrance of thy Vertues ? 
Or the Defendreſs of the Faith, a Title more truly appro- 
priated to Thee, than to Him, ro whom it was firſt indul- 
ged ? Moſt Holy and Religious Princeſs, before whom no 
Woman is to be preferr*d ! 

Let ſacred and prophane Hiſtories recommend to us the 
Fortitude of Deborah, the Charity of Dorcas ; the Prudence 
of Semiramis, and her Knowledge how to Govern ; the 
Couragious Soul of Z2»0bia, and her fervent Love of Learn- 
the incredible Endowments both of Body and Mind in 4/- 
aſia, and her ſingular Modeſty ; the Piety of Placilla, and 
her afſiduous care of the Needy and Sick ; let the Britifþ 
Annals extol their Maad, their Philzppa, their Elizabeth, and 
their tranſcending Vertues ; neither Antiquity, nor this our 
modern Age can boalt of any thing that is to be compar*d 
with this our far ſurpaſſing Queen, worthy of far greater 
Encomiums. What ſingly they poſleſs'd, this had accu-- 
mulatively crouded in one Perſon , as being a Compendium 
of all thoſe Vertues. 


For 
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For my part, whenT revolve all theſe things in my Mind, 
and diligently weighthe particular Vertues of this fingleWo- 
man, I am plainly and evidently convinc*d that never any 
thing was productd in this world more cxcellentthan thisPrin- 
ceſs, nor that ever any greater Bleſſing happen*d to Mor- 
tals. For if that ſaying of P/ato betrue, as tis molt certain, 
that Cities then will have an end of all their miſeries, when 
great Power and Prudence, by a certain divine State, meet 
with. mutual Embraces with Equity and Juſtice; if tl.e 
V Vorld ſhall then be happy, asthefame Author allerts, when 
cither Kings are wiſe, or wiſe Men Reign, how happy and 
fortunate would have been our Republick,and the People and 
Nations committed to her care, who with {ſo much 
prudence and wiſdom govern'd her Kingdom ; who with fo 
much Juſtice and Equity temper*d her Power ; who in that 
ligh Staticn of her Fortune never did harm to any Man, 
when ſhe had ſo much Power to injure ; whoſe Humility 
contended with her majelty, whoſe Clemency with her Se- 
verity, and whoſe Goowineſs with her ſupream Authority ; 
who thought herſelf ſo much Greater, by how much ſhe 
was better thanothers , as Ageſilans ſaid of Artaxerxes; who 
ſplendidly and wiſely govern*d Cities and People, then which 
Knowledge how to Reign well, Dzocleſian trom his own Ex- 
perience was wont to affirm, that there was not any Art or 
Science more difficult to be learnt ? And if Fabius Maximus 
were {td of old the Buckler of the Empire, Marcellus the 
Sword, do we not behold the true and genuine Effigies of 
our King and Queen in theſe two illuſtrious Captains ; of 
which he, like 2arce/lxs detends us with his Sword ; ſhe like 
Fabius protected us with her Buckler, and holding in the 
one hand her Spear, her Shield in the other, now repretcnt- 
cd to our Eyes the Armed Paas, then again the gentle and 
Pacikck Mimervi, as well the Goddels of Prudence as of 
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Laſtly, if man were made after. the. Image of God ; if 
Kings are ordain'd of God ; if themoſt conſpicuous vertues 
of the ſupream Deity are his Immenſe Goodneſs and Power, 
how evidently did our Auguſt Queen repreſent the Image 
of God both in her words and deeds ? How piouſly 9:4 ſhe 
perform her Vicegerency ? How nearly imitate his Vertues ? 
VVho greateſt in power, beſt in Goodneſs jultly deſerv'd to 
be call*d the Beſt and Greateft of Princeſſes, by a holy Ap- 
pellation, and common to her with God himſelf ? For he 
is Optimus Maximas, the Greateſt Beſt, but firſt he is calld 
the Beff, and then the Greateſt. = which what other did 
Antiquity ſignifie to us, but that this was the chief Chara- 
Qter proper to God, and that he had no Attribute more ex- 
cellent than his Goodneſs ? "This chief and primary Ver- 
tue of the ſupream Deity who among Mortals more truly 
ever imitatcd than our Queen ? Who as ſhe: had receivd 
ſupremacy of Power from God, ſo likewiſe a Will propenſe- 


ly inclin'd to deſerve well of all Men ; who diſtributed the 


Gifts conferr*d upon her from Heaven, fer the common Good, 
and Benefit of All; whoſhew*d herſelf not only a munificent 
Queen, but a certain Divinity viſible upon Earth, and cone 
ſpicuGus to our Eyes ; ſo that the People committed to hee 
Care might know and be ſenſible that rhey livid under MA4- 
RT, the moſt Piovs and upright, that isto ſay, the Beſt, and 
ſurpaſſing all the beſtin her Kind. 

Such a Princeſstherefore, ſoexcellent, and fo far as Vertue 
can be underſtood, ſo admirable and Tranſcending we have 
loſt; whoby ſweetneſsof Manners, and by her ſingular Cle» 
mency and Beneficence had won the Love of all people. The 
Engliſh lov'd her, the Ho!landers lov'd her, and as ſhe {6 
lovd both Nations, that it was hard to diſcover which the 
beſt, ſo the people of both Nations reverenc*d her with ag 
equal AﬀeQtion ; only the ſtrife hetween fem was, who loyd 
her moſt Fervently. Nor had ſhe only engag*d the Ex2i/b, 
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the Hhlanders and other Nations ſubjeftet ro her, Pm 
pire, but among Foreigners and Strangers, ſhe hadalſowog 
the favour and good-will of all People; all Men extoll'd thad. 
Woman whom no man ever ſpoke ill of, unleſs he were 
at the fame titne the profeſs'd Enemy of all Vertue. 

But as ſhe was then the Love of all Nations, the delight 
of both People; ſo is ſhe now the Subjet of their Lamen- 
tation. She is now become the publick and common grief 
of all Men. However there is that Conſolation tf, re- 
Maining among us, which if it cannot abſolutly aſſwage, yet 
well may ferve to alleviate and mitigate our Sorrow, We 
have a King till living, ſtrongand healthy, who being ſafe, 
we may beheve that God has not altogether caſt us from our 
Proteftion. We have Peers, and the Nobility and Gen 
of the Kingdom, who with* all the King's Forces, all his 
warlike preparations, both at home and abroad, both by Land 
and Sea, wall carry on the War. We have our own Repuh- 
lick, ſtrong, flouriſhing, potent, and equally ſuſtaining the 
burthens of the VVar. V Ve have our powerful Alliesand 
Friends, Ceſar, the Spaniards, the Germans, join'd together 
with us inthe ſame League and Confederacy of War. But 
above all things we have the Supream God of Heaven and 
Earth, propitious and favourable to the Religious Cauſe of 
his People; through whoſe aſſiſtance we promiſe better 
things for the future, and a proſperous Ifſue of this War. 
But onr Mourning exceeds all Conſolation, nor will our grief 
for the death of our beſt Princeſs endure that any Reſtraint 
ſhould be put upon it ; a Princeſs, whom Nations at length 
begin to value, now that they have loſt her. She is now tran- 
{lated to a better place, and freed from the ſetters of this 
mortal and periſhing Body, has exchanged for an immortal, 
this frail Lite, a Terreſtrial for a Celeſtial Kingdom, and all 
her Royal Splendor upon Earth for a far brighter Glory ; 
where. with Holy Quire of the Bleſſpd, and her Illuftrious 
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Anceſtors ſhe poſſeſſes the Fruition of never ceaſing Glad- 
neſs, and {empiternal Joy, leaving only to us Tears and 
Lamentation, a long laſting Sorrow, and as a grateful, fo a 
ſad and mournful Remembrance of her. "The King bewails” 
the beſt of Wives; the Erg1iſb the beſt of Queens ; the Ho!- 
landers the beſt of Princeſſes ; the Repnblick a proteftreſs; 
the Church a Defendreſs; Widows and Orphans a Foſter-- 
Mother , the miſerable, the needy, and the fick a true ſup- 

rt, and all a Mother and a Parent. - Moſt certainly we 

ve loſt a Mother and a Parent, our Mother and Parent. ; 
who as The had by many Merits and Benefits engage the 
Kingdomof Ezeland,and ourRepublick, with the true Worſhip 
of God, the Retorm'd Religion purg'd from Romas Comtami- 
nation, all honeſt and laudable Arts and Sciences , ſo would 
ſhe have heapfd upon fem greater Obligations, greater Bene- 
fits, had theſupream Arbiter of all things vouchfated her eaſe, 
Peace, and alonger Life. Now we have loſt the Harveſt 
of the preſent time, and the hopes of the future: Novy vve. 
are ſenſible of a double loſs ; now we bewail, deplore, 1a- 
ment the Beft and moſt Excellent of Princefles, fnatch*d 
from us by a Death untimely aud fatal to us all. And 
though it become us not to diſturb her Celeſtial Joys with 
our umportunate-and troubleſome means, ſince our Tears 
can never recal her, however who -will. nat be ſo indul- 
gent to our Humane Weakneſs, as to pardon us the Mour- 
ners at ſo Calamitous a Funeral ? Who in the midſt of 
general Sorrow and Lamentation can refrain from publick 
Tears ? Theſe are the laſt Offices which are due: 
to her; and this day appointed for Univerſat Mourning... 
But the reſt mult be reterv'd till another time, as being. 
dedicated to the Muſes, who muſt then be the. Cloſe-

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condeng'd and congeal'd by ſharp contraſting Froſts, while we 
could hardly warm our ſelves, nor defend our Bodies from the 
Rigour of the Scaſon, tho profuſly furniſk'd with comforcable 
Fires. Nor eould we lilently brook, nor difſemble our Regrer 
for being depriv'd the Fruicof Commerce and Plcaſure, and for 
being ſeated in ſuch a deſert Solirude. Burt when we conlider 
the approaching Change, when ic would ſoon come to paſs, 
that the Plough'd Fields, Fetter'd in Chains of Ice wenls be 
ſet free by the warm Weſtern Gales, that the Frozen Moi- 
ſture in all the Hoary Mountains, Roads and Streets, would 
ſoon melt away, difſoly'd by the Sun's aſcending Heat, and 
that the Rivers, their Ponderous Weight remov'd, would 
haſten wich an unbrid!l'd Torrcar to the Seca, and reinforce 
our Trade, abounding and Wealthy in all forts of Merchan- 
diſe, which the perverſeneſs of the Seaſon had obſtructed ; 
that the conceal'd Sced, rhe Husbandman's ExpeRation, would 
ſoon riſe up above the Earth ; that che Birds would chear 
the Tepid Air with their Harmonious Notes; and that the 
Flocks and Herds would ſoon be ſporting and wantoning in our 
Delightful Meadows , this readily induces us to take in good 
parc this Spetacle of Complaint and Horror, without Lamen- 
cation or Teats. The Reaſon is, becauſe the Severity of the 
hard Scaſon is allay'd by a certain ExpeQation of an approach- 
ivg time when all things will revive and flouriſh Bur when 
I behold the moſt 1Iluſtrious Ocders, the Fathers of their Coun- 
trey, Perſonages in High Stations, and Exerciſing the Sove- 
raign Funtion of the Commonwealth, clouded in Sable 
Muurning, and Ponder in my Thoughts che Occaſion ot rhat 
ſame Dolctul Habit, 1 perceive our iclves ſubjxed ro a much 
profounder Grief, ſcarce capable of Conſolation, which ao 
Circumvalation of Years can- repair, and which all good 
Men, the Exaft Adorers of Truth and Juſtice can hardly 
brook with Patience. There is not any one among ye, Moſt 
Noble Auditors, who has not heard me ſpeak of the Late Uns» 
finely Death of a Queen, who neither had, nor will bave 
her Equal, or her Second upon Earch. So that when I had 
fully reſolv'd, theſe Brumal Holydays, to atrone rhe Mules, 
and Sincerely to have reconciled my ſelf ro their Favour, at 


ather times diſtrated with my publick and private mamoey 5 
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L Publick Sorrow interrupted me ; but more eſpecially my Ciry 


of Delph, which, no unprohrable Citizen, I ſtudy with all Ve- 
neration, tO ſerve, whilper'd me in the Ear, and thus ſeem'd ro 
Expoſtulate with me. What 1 when the greateſt part of the 
Citics of Germany have laid ſo deep to heart the Loſs of the 
Queen, and that their Temples, and their private Houſes re- 
ſounded with numerous Orations and Epicediums, both in 
Proſe and Verſe ; muſt I, the Metropolis, once Conſpicuous 
for the Naſſovian atid Crangian \'rinces, and {till entruſted with 
their Sacred Mauſoleums, wich a Religious Silence only celes 
brate the Obſequies ot this moſt Serene Queen? Heaven de- 
fend it- And though I am not capable to enumcrate all the 
Vertues of this Auguſt t:xemplar of Woiman-kind, yet I ſhall 
preſume todraw 'em in Minature, tho with a Kude and far 
trom Magiſterial Pencil, and pronounc'd noc from my own 
but trom the Lips of all men that live in this, or in the cther 
Hemiſphere ; ani who are cqual ſufferers by this deadly 
Wound. 

In Obedience therefore ro my moſt Honoured and Beloved 
City, demanding oaly what is Juſt and Equitable, I have un- 
dertaken the pertormance of chis mournful duty; afraid how- 
ever, ſodilconlolate and caſt down with Sorrow, as I am, leſt 
my Sobs ſhonld incerrupt my Words, and obſtrut the paſſage 
of my Speech, W hich if ic ſhonld come to pals, I beg and 
beſeech ye, moſt Learned Auditors, to pariion my Juſt Tears, 
while I am pcrtorming the laſt unpleating duties to the Manes 
of an incompat able Queen. 

W hoev:r will give his mind co peruſe the Annals of a Nos 
ble People, ſhall find there the Famous Aﬀions, Renowned 
k;rerpriſes, L aurcls, P :lms, together with other Grandeurs in- 
termixt, and publickly row c.mmemoraicd. To this pur- 

ſe the Hiſtorian afſembl'4 all his cares and co-irations, that 
Le might confecrate the EF ernal Moauments of the mind, 
which no Antiquitv could ever deiace, and icave behind him 
not an Effivies of Breathing Braſs, bur oi Fertac, let torth and 
poliſh d by the moſt ſublime Wirs. We had it allo Recorded, 
that this ſropagaizn of Honour, frem whence Antiquity would. 
have \ucceedina Ap*s tak i xample, was tranfmited to the 
Female $:x. in the fix huugdtcd (1xt) third vear trom the build-

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ing of Reme , neither has Nature ſo ſtreightned and con- 
tracted her Praiſes, as ovt of envy to malign the Women, and 
ſhower her Favours on the Men. Julius Celar made a Fu- 
neral Oration upon his Aunt Julta in the Publick Hall of 
Jaſtice, wherein by the Mothers {ide he derives her deſcent 
troma long Series of Kings, and by the Father's fide de- 
duccs her Lineage from the Immorral Gods. Following 
the Footlteps of rais moſt Elegant of Orators, tor that Title 
Tully gives him, though with unequal Paces,. | thought I 
could not take a better Method, then to weave my Oration 
upon the ſame Loom, beginning from the Nativity of the 
moſt bleſſed Queen, with a purpoſe atterwards to expatiate in- 
ro a Portico full of lmages, Happy Age tiar produc'd ſuch 
a Princeſs, -—— Happy the Parents ot ſ1ch Daughter, the 
moſt abſolute Examplar ot all Vertues, even by the Confet- 
ſion of th:ſc that burit witn Envy. Let the Sons ot Komuius 

leaſe themſelves with thoſe, who by an in:termixture of 
R—_ have wreſted their Country from the Galls, and de- 
riv©d tothemſelves a {ingular Commendation from that Elo- 
gy ; but all cnele things ſ1gnifie nothing to our MARK ZE, 
who alone was endued with ſo many ornaments of Pious 
Manners,.ſo many.and fo illuſtrious In{1gns of true Glory, as 
have cclipsd the fame of all the moſt Celebrated Matrons in 
the World, *Tis enough then that our Immortai Queen Ma- 
ry deriv'd her deſcent from a long Race of Royal Blood, 
and that her Anceſtors ſatc carkron'd tor Many Ages ; *twould 
be a mmcan Begging of the Queſtion to repeat her Pedi- 

rce, 
; She was born in the, Month of May, 1662. She grew up 
in the Boſom ot her Parents, educated in a Court flowing 
with choc Pleaſures that ufually charm the Fancies of Chil- 
dren that have little rcttaint upon 'em, and ſedace fem from 
their innate Gooutucls, Bur ſhe, poltponing all thoſe gay de- 
lights with which render Age, fic for any Imprcfſion, is fed, 
deretted all rhofe Syreus of Voluptuouſneſs, whoſe Charms 
inticed o Sloth and Luxury, the two Deſtruſtions and Ship- 
wracks both of Body and Soul. Intent vpon the paintul Arts 
that firſt Minerva taugit, ſhe mace it her only Bulinets to ont- 
do Penelape with her Needle, dedicating her time wholly to 
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Embroidety and the Curioſities of Needlework, which are 
{till co be ſeen, the Monuments of ber Induſtry. 

Alexander thus tormerly ſold to Siſigambes, the Mother of 
Darius, a Garment, the Elaborate Work and Gift of his own 
Siſters. The Coverlets and Carpets of the deceaſed Princeſs, 
wrought with Babylonian Art, are daily to be beheld with 
Wonder. All this while, how zealous ſhe was for the true 
Worſhip of the True God, apparent to the Eyes of all Men, 
plainly demonſtrated. For when her Uncle Charles 1: 
(whole care for his Brother's Daughter is not to be paſt over 
ia Silence) appointed her a Tutor to lay the firſt Foundati- 
ons in her of the moſt correfted and lincere Religion, they 
were ladeeply fixed in her Breaſt, that afterwards no Mena- 
ccs, no threatned dangers, nopromites of Golden Mountains, 
no Temptations of Pleafure could undermine her, In this 
ſame Station of Laudable Exerciſes, and Eximious Piety for 
{ixtcen Years together, She was at length looke upon by Wi- 
liam, at that time Prince of Orange, the moſt prudent and 
valiant Commander and Admiral of the Belgian Army, and 
Statholder of the Commonwealth, as the only Perſon worthy 
for him to demand in Marriage, and He adjudged the only 
Perſon fit to be joined with Her in Conjugal Aﬀettion. For if 
Vettue becomes more acceptable in an amiable Shrine, there 
were in Mary thoſe Accompliſhments of Beauty, that might 
wellenforce and inflame Prince /Pilliamss Ardour. The Rays 
of Lively Youth, a cheerful Decorum in her Eyes, the Gay- 
ety of her diſhreyel'd Trefſes, and belides the Ornamental 
Artificesof her Drefſers, her Lovely Stature recommended 
the Princeſs Mary to her Lover. Content with a flight, bur 
decent Drels, ſhe abhorr*d that wanton diligence which they 
only inſtance of, who carry their Beauty in their Cabinets, 
and have nothing but Jemms and Jewelsto ſet'em off ; mea- 
ſucing Maiden Accoutrement by the true Eſtimate of Chaltiry, 
Mdcity, Conſtancy and Fidelity, and believing ſhe ſtood in 
aced of no other Ceruſſes to render her acceptable, The Con- 
tract rherefore was {tgn'd, and I may ſay moſt happily for us, 
upon the 18th day of December, 1%77, A day ſo much the more 
co.be celebrated, for that upon the ſame day. Prince Willian 
enter'd into the twenty feycnth year of his Age. T his Fami- 
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ly League confirm'd in her Native Country ; this near relati- 
on of Blood, and the Nuptial Bed, this Unity ef facred Wor- 
(hip renew'd our hopes ot eſtabliſhing for the future the Ami- 
ty and Friendſhip with the Engliſh, our Neighbours, before 
ſo often violated and broken, nor did they fail your Expe- 
Qation ; *tis incredible how the Face of Aﬀairs immediately 
alter'd, For the next Year the French King furrounded with 
the Strength of a moſt Flouriſhing Kingdom,pretended to ca- 
rels the Laws of Peace, and earneſtly of his own accord ſued 
for an Accommodation. Others who —_ it their wiſeſt 
way, there to bend their Forces where Fortune turn'd the 
Scales, ſuſpeRing and envying this ſame riveted Bond of Con- 
jugal AﬀeRion, refolv'd to provide for their own ſafety, and 
to unite their dubious Intereſts with Ours. 

When this ſame moſt ſerene couple, then which there ne- 
ver could beyet imagin'd a Royal Pair ſocloſely knit in con- 
jngal Aﬀe&ion, as the moſt forrowful King, in his Letters to 
the molt 1lluſtrious States, wherein he ſignifies the uncxpeRed 
and never too much deplor'd Deceale of his Incomparable 
Queen, apparently diſcoyers, had cnjoy'd all the variety of 
d:light, and Princely Paſtimes that London could afford, in 
Company with their Father, their Uncle, and the Princes 
of Britain, he began to think of returning back to our Hos 
riſon, and re-adorning with his own, and preſence of his 
Royal Conſort, his Pcincipal Abode and Glory of our State 
the Hague, With what a profuſcneſs of Loye and Admirati- 
ons With what exquifite Teſtimonies of Veneratiou and Ho: 
nour the two Princes were receiv'd and welcom'd home, upon 
their arrival aſhoar, would be needleſs for Me, moſt Learned 
Auditors, to ſet forth in multitude of Expreflions, ſince all 
who are now alive, either beheld it with their Eyes, or 
heard it by unfeign'd Relation. And it would take up too 
much time to colle& rogether the continu'd Series of thoſe 
Things which the Princels Marie, indefatigable in doing 
g02d, and ſought to by her natiye Countrymen, to gratifie 
tcir Petitions perfarm'd in order to the compoling the Aﬀair 
of Britain, the Reſtoration of Tottering Religion, and de- 
preſs'd Liberty. Ir behoyes us therefore to trace the chicfeſt 
Footſteps of the Yergues of pur Princels, bug not to ſpeak ſo 
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much as may deſervedly be ſpoken of 'em, but ſuch Things 
only as without a hainous offence cannot be omitted by me, 
nor can ſuit with any other but the Queen, 

As to ber Picty, which the moſt Excellent of Orators 
rightly calls the Foundation of all Vertues, ſhe had ſuch a 
true, and real Veneration for it, that ſhe believ'd there was 
no degree of Majeſty whatever, no Power of Princes which 
were not oblig'd to ſubmit their Paiſſance to ir. She was fully 
confirm'd from her Infancy, that Piety negleted by Princes 
and Covernours of States was an ill Omen of apparcnt De- 
{truttion ; and that they themſelves were convinc'd of 
the neceſſity of it, who, tho' they liv'd alrogether in Contempt 
of it, nevertherlefs (the worſt fort of Mimicry) feign'd to 
have a Love for it, and ſo would ſeem to be Pious, not 
really to be ſo, Burt if the Sun infes with Blackneſs thoſe 
whoare continually [{calded with his Beams ; if a Head that 
is ſain and ſound, imparts Motion, Strength, and Vigour 
to the Members. In like manncr Domeſtic Servants and 
SubjeRs derive their Dye and Colour from the Life and Con- 
verſation of the Princeſs, and their SanCtity and Integrity from 
the Prince, who is the Head of the Commonweal. Antiqui- 
ty has recorded, that Midas being initiated into ſacred Rights 
by Orpheus , filld all Phrygia with Religion, which ren- 
der'd the Country much more durably ſafe, then the 
ſtrength of her Arms, Therefore the mol? Serene Princeſs 
conſecrated certain fix'd Hours to Divine Worſhip, which 
ſke either ſpent in Prayer, or clſe in reading Books of good 
and ſolid Divinity. Sublime Example ! fit to be tran{mir- 
ted by Encomiums, Eulogics, Orations, Writings and Mo- 
numents to all Poſterity, and to be crefted to the Eternal In- 
famy of Slothful and Irreligious Matrons! When thoſe more 
ſolemn Duties of Religion were over, ſhe never gave her 
Mind to the frivolous ſtories of Amadis, and impertinent 
Fitions of Amad, but attentively ſtudied the Volumes of 
thoſe Authors by which ſhe might improve her Knowledge 
and her Prudence. And leſt, myſt learned Audicors, any 
one ſhould think chis (ſhort Oration compos'd at the obſe- 
quious Inſtigations of ſpecious and plealingly dceluſive Flat- 
tcry, I fſball relate not what I gathered from the cgmmon re-

ports of Fame, but from the Lips of a moſt worthy Perſon, 
and my Fricnd, who kcing 2dmitted in the Morning to kits 
her Hands, found betfore her Cambden's Annals of Quecn Eli- 
zabeth , and Dc@or Burnet's Eiſtory cf the Retormation. 
But Piety is never to te accountcd ſolidly accompliſh'd unlets 
accompanicd with Liberality ; otherwiſe it would be Piety 
only in words, and not in cceds, as ſhe her {elf upon the ap- 
roach of her Expiring Minutcs diſcoursd of a Ged!ly and 
Vorwown Life. You Pcople of France, who abandoning your 
Native Soyl, becauſe you would not ſuffer Violence upon 
your Confciences,nor litten to the adulterate Charms of Bards, 
and Druids. You People of France, I ſay, depriv'd of all fup- 
ports of Life, fled to this moſt Clement Princels, as to the 
Altar of ſome SanQuary, or ſome preicnt Fernale Deity, 
W hat time the Princets (truck with Compaſhon, plcaded your 
unfortunate Cauſc before the Fathers of the Country, ſhe 
ſweetly ſollicited the weaithy Trcafuresof many to pity your 
Condition: Sollicitcd do Iltay! Nay mcrc, ſhe ſour 'em 2+ 
way relicy'd and fuccour'd with hcr own Royal Keyenues. 
T hat others alſo wcre no Icfs Sharers in hci Princely 2 fun 
ficence, the Money which ſhe order'd to be 11d and feats] 
up in Papers, and diſtributed withour Vaing.ciyv, and wil 
an unwearied Charity to the Indigent, ſuſtcient!y wanichicd, 
Believing it more Generous, and more Praiſewor:'.y by tis 
means to oblige her Debtors, which were wany ,(ce ti.at for rwo 
or three Years together ſhe order'd to be expended, 21:4 di- 
viced conſiderable Surrs of Money to thoſe, who in the Ci- 
tics of Holland were not able to provide againſt the extremi- 
ties of the Seaſon, ard the injuries of the Weather. Thar 
ſhe was affable and courteous, by which ſhe acquir'd the Re- 
ſpe and Love of all Perſons, is undeniably ackn: wiedg'd 
on every Hand. For what was more uſually oblery'd in 
this Princels? She never ſtay'd for the moſt convenient 
times of Addrels, and the fitteſt times to be ſpoken with, bur 
mceting the Deſires of thoſe that made their Suits and Peri- 
tions to her, recciv'd *'erm with a Serene Countenance ; Sa- 
ving the Veneration that was due to her, believi. p that 
Atiabilicy and Gravity might reſide together in une Mantun, 
ihe re-ſalutcd thote that bow'd to her ; ofter'd what tor de- 
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fir'd ; rightly deeming, that no Perſon was to return diſſatisfiet 
and Penſive from the Preſence of a Prince , which was the ſaying 
of that Emperor who was call'd the Love and Delight of Man- 
kind, Now then if we but duly conſider thoſe Vertues, moſt 
Learned Auditors, what Man fo Iron-Tongu'd, and Leaden- 
hearted, who can blame all forts of Perſons, whether of high 
or low degree, for _ perplexed and troubled at the de- 
parture of a Princeſs ſo Pious, ſo muniticent > But unavoida- 
ble Neceſſity demanded;. and commandingly requir'd, that 
ſhe mult begin and follow her beloved Husband, the moſt re- 
nown*d of Generals, then bulily engag'd to deliver the Necks 
of the Engliſh from being trampled on by Superſtition, and 
illegal Slavery. But when the moſt Serene Princeſs call'd 
ro mind the remembrance of her SubjeAs, by whom ſhe was 
moſt entirely and dearly reverenc'd, and eſteem'd ; when ſhe 
thought of that Palace of Loo, where ſhe oft went to alleviate 
and diyertthe Cares of her Mind, trom baving a full Proſp:R 
of the Woods, and ſpacious Ficlds of Yelau, the beheld hcr 
Husband in purſuic of the wild Beaſts, with a full Cry ; 
when ſte revoly'd in her Mind how terrible a thing it was 
for a Kingdom to be without a Head and Chieftain, con- 
rented with her Lor, and fore againſt her Will, the was 
torn away by Force from her Belgian Delights. The 
publick Cauſe was in Diſpute, and that overcame her 
Charity toward her SubjeAts, her Country Pleaſures, her 
Moderation, her cquity of Mind, nay, even the Conlidera- 
tions which ſhehad for her Father himſelf, whom ſhe ne. 
ver went about to impugn, nor ever del1'd bis being e- 
jetted, bur enforc'd only co Conſent that a Parliament 
might be duly Summon'd, and, that what had bcen alter'd, 
ſhaken, or broken, might be reſtor'd to their former State, 
that is to ſay, according the Laws and molt ancient Con- 
ſtitutions of the Kingdom, which he had [worn to obſerve, 
and that above all things care might be taken that Reli- 
gion and Liberty might receive no harm, Reluctant chere- 
tore, and as it were by Conſtraint (for according to the $-. 
cra:ic Paradox, a Wiſe Man docs nothing unwillingly, no- 
thing for which he is forry, nothing by Coampullion) de- 
parting, from us upon the twelfth of Much, 1 the Year 
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168g. witha fair Wind ſhearrivd in England, which was 
now Without a Governour, and where the Army was with- 
outa Leader, Bur leſt any External Force, while the Minds 
of the People were varioully diftratted and provok'd ; as Ru- 
mour ſpread abroad, the Nobility and Gentry of the King- 
dom reſoly*d to reſign the Care of the Kingdom, and Ad. 
miniſtration of the Government to the two Princes ; and upon 
the ſeventh of the Kalender of Merch, in the year before- 
mention'd, the ſame day, as ſome aver, that put anend to 
the Reign of Tarquin the proud, declar'd Wifiam and Mary 
King and Queen of England, France, aud Treland, and upon 
the third of the Ides ot April, what day they obtain'd the 
Royal Crown and Scepter, King and Queen of Scotland alfo. 
From that time forward they held therwo Kingdoms with e- 
qual Auſpices, and concording Minds, yet ſothat by reaſon 
of the Wars, which the French King, graſping in hisbound- 
leſs hopes the Dominion of all Europe, have every where in- 
flam'd, was forc'd to croſs the Seas, and remain abroad for 
ſome time. Therefore during the abſence of the King, the 
Empire of the Kingdom, ſo great was her Genius, was com- 
mitted to her Care, which ſhe manag*d with ſo much prudence 
and fortitude, that ſhe repe]I'd from the Coaſts of the Kings 
dom an Inſulting Enemy, menacing to Land 3 and ſuppreſsd 
and extinguiſh'd Conſpiracies enter'd into by a new ſort of 
Catilines, She muſter d the Land Armies, and view'd the 
Fleets, and took care that nothing ſhould be wanting in ei- 
ther that might be uſeful cither to ſtop or invade the Enemy, 
or relieve, and allift her own. For this Tranquility 
cf the Times, for this ſame ſingular Providence, and Ver- 
wc, Cid ſhe not more truly then any Princeſs before her, de- 
tcrve the Appellations of Augnſt, of Parent of her Country , 
of Beſt Mother, and Mother of the Martial Camps ? This every 
vear the labour'd to ſee accompliſhd, to the end the King 
might recroſs the Seas in his Military Ornaments, the Key of 
the Kingdom being deliver'd to the Queen, till rowards the 
end of Jaſt Autumn ; after an Expedition ended uponthe Bor- 
ders of France, he haſten'd tothe Embraces of his Royal Con- 
fort, and toprovide for thoſe things which were to be con- 
tuircd in Parliament for the railing of Money towards the 
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ſupplies of the Armies and Fleets, The King took Shipping) 
put to Sea, and with a proſperous Wind arriv'd in England, 
where he had no ſooner ſet [1is Foot aſhoar, but the loud ac- 
clamations of the People were heard in all quarters of the 
Britiſh Dominions, Long flouriſh Great Britain, long live our 
Country, long live King William. And not long aftes her Maje- 
ty meeting the King, all along upon the Road theſe lucky 
Omens, and tranſcending Applauſes fill'd the Sky. Under 
the Proteion of our King and Queen we live ; under their Prote- 
fion we Navigate and Trade ; under their Protection we enjay our 
Fortunes and our Liberties, Thea moſt Auguſt Monarch, ſhould 
any one from among choſe vaſt congratulating, and triumph- 
ing Multicudes have ſhew'd himſelt, and prelagd that thoſe 
Rejoycings were but the Fore-runners of Griet, and would 
be ſoon defil'd by ſome ſignal Calamicy imp:nding on the 
Royal Family, would he not have been deſervedly lookt upon 
as ſome impertinent Enthuſflaſtick? So ignorant are human 
Minds of future Chance and Fate. Such Sactifices and Attone- 
ments as thele the Omaiporent has preſcribd to yaunting 
Mortals, and ordain'd it as a Law, that the greateſt Incon= 
ſRancy ſhould rule rheir Aﬀairs, the Proſperity of which no 
Man could ever fo affuredly promiſe himſelf, as ro depend 
upon a Fortunate Courle of his Life without ſome intermix- 
ture of Adverſity. Thus it fell] out, that when the toilſome 
Labours of the Camp had recall'd the Kingto Reſt, and 
Paſtime, a iournful Calamity ſhook and oppreſs'd his ge- 
nerous Soul, ſtill wakeful over the fafety of his Kingdoms, 
where all tncceeded according to his Mind, and no lefs vi- 
gilent for the Common Good of the Belgians, who con- 
ceiv'd in th:ir Minds a Incky Omen of ſucceeſs from the 
more early then uſual, tho! ardently wiſh*d for return of their 
renown'd General. For upon the third of January 169%. The 
Queen was {ciz'd with a flight ſhivering , but which threar- 
ned nothing of danger to her Life, the Phvlicians giving ho 
of Relict and Cure, believing this Royal Forcreſs might bo 
defended by thcir Hands. But upon the fixth of January the 
Fever gathering Strength, and reinforcing its Virulency , 
andthe imall-Pox,a Contagion generally incident to Youth,ap- 
pcaringy but not kindly coming torth, tho! all help m— 
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medies were apply'd that hnman Experience has invented a- 
gainſt the violence of that diſtemper, it was 1n vain at length 
tor all the Art of Phyſick to comend; tor the Dilcale 1m- 
mediatcly ſciz'd upon the Quren with iuch a pernicious ſorce 
as vanquiſh'd ati the aid of Man. All the white the King 
refus'd to ſtir from the Languiſhing Queen's Bediide, affidu- 
ous to ſerve her, and carcicls ot the Infetion that many 
times accompanies that Malady ; and being often requeſted 
to ſpare his Royal Perſon, and nct to inflict another W ound 
upon ſuffering Europe, made Anſwer, I hat when he Mar- 
ry'd the Queen, he Covenanted tobe the Companion not on- 
ly of her Proſperity, bur of whatever Fortune betel her, and 
that he would, with the hazard of his Litc receive from her 
Lips her laſt expiring Gaſps.

and conſequently in the flower of her Years : This was the 
End cf GR in whom not only Piety, Benignity, and 
Humanity, but-all Vertues ſcem to be ecclips*d. Oh cruel 
Fate !. Oh untimely Death! Timely I ſhould have ſaid, my 
Accompt fail%d me. For if we meaſure the Courſe of the 
Queen®s Life, circumſcrib*d- by Years, at firſt fight it ap- 
pears to be very much ſtreightned, and very ſhore. But if 
we look farther, we fhall find it tobe a long, and immenſe 
Race of Glory.

confin'd within thoſe narrow Walls, orewhelm'd the whole 
City of Londongand ſtruck with Conſternation the Hearts of all 
Men, Peers, and Common People,young and old, Matrons and 
Virgins, ſo deeply did the ſence of the Misfortune penetrate all 
Apes. The unſpeakable cruelty of Death was bemoan*d, che 
ſpacious Age of Time upbraided and accuſed,the General Mif: 
fortune bewail*d, and a uniycrſal diſguiſe of Sorrow, disfigu- 
red the Countenances of bath Sexcs. TIF TAOY 3 
This fatal Newsfrom England reach'd our Coaſts; ro which 
at firſt, becauſe we always flowly believe thoſe Rumours which 
are unwelcome tous, we gave bur liule credit. Preſently alt 
Pcople were ina hurry, one runs one way, another another, 
and whbart isthis ſad News they cry, whence comes it, who rec- 
ports it? But beingat length afſur'd by trequent Confirmations, 
reſenrly all Men of Worth and Prudence, who made a juſt 
ſtimate of the loſs which the Publick fuſtain'd by the Death 
of the Queen, were ſeiz'd with more than ordinary Grief, 
which fail'dnot ro diffuſe it (cli into untverſal Mourning and 
Lamentation. And now you People of England, who reiain the 
acknowledgment of thoſe Immortal Benefits, which the Queen 
conterr'd upon ye, when ſhe ſuccour'd your Religion and Li- 
berty. You Belgians, to. whom the Queen, tor her _

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Indulgence ' was dearer then your Lives. I make'my appeal 
toye inthe memorable Words of Metellius,furnam*®d Macedont- 
cus,who when the News was brought him of the Death of Scz- 
pio ZEmilianus, thus belpake his Sons: Go, Children, Solemnize 
the Obſequies ; you will never behoid the Funeral of @ braver Citizens 
So I fay tro you— Go Engliſh Men, goBelgians, ſolemnizs ber Ob- 
ſequies.— You will never behold the Funeral of a greater Queen, 
Bur whcrefore do Iby an unpleaſing Commemoration go abont 
to impoſe AﬀfliQion and the performances of ReſpeRful ſorrow 
uporr thofe that” are forward enough of themſelves. - Let us 
rather returh Thanks to God, that he permitted the Refidence 
of ſogreat a Queen among us, 'rill hecall'd her to himſelf 
which wasthe faying,and the Conlolation of thoſe who attend- 
ed the Funeral of Marcus Antonius, that moſt worthy Emperor, 
without any Tears or Lamentations. Let us raiſe our Minds 
above Neceffity, and our T houghts aboye Fate. Were her 
Manes permitted to return back to us, the Queen would tell 
us ſhe was well, and that we did but envy her in grieving : 
For that indeed, that is to be accounted the affeRion of true 
Love, which outwardly ſhews ic ſelf, and which forgetful 'of 
it (cl1t is tranſported to what it loves.

ever was Egregious and Illuſtrious, and conſequently fit for ]- 
mitation: Sonow they who at preſent fit, or ſhall hgreafter 
fit at the Helm of Government, have one only Queen,far tran- 
ſcending not only her Sex, but Mucius himſelf, to be by them 
recommended for univerſal Imitation to all thoſe who would 
not want any of thoſe accompliſh'd Perfefions, by which we 
aſcend the Steps to Heaven. I congratulate thee, O Queen, 
for that Felicicy of Living ſolong, as ic was this thy de- 
fire, while it was thy daily\ acknowledgment, that thou 
badſt learnt to dye. Hail, and farewell moſt beautiful and

Therefore we be- 
bold not only theDreſſes, but the Countenances of all men 
chang'd with ſorrow, and the deeper ſence of ſo great an af- 
Aiftion ; which having pierc'd the very Marrow, is not to 
de aſſwag'd, nor alleviated by any applications of comforta- 
ble Words. For together withthis moſt pious Queen, even 
England and Holland themſelves are this day carry*d forth to 
be entomb*d. Therefore we behold the Fathers of our 
Country in Sable, Pale, and with their Eyes fixed upon the 
Ground, and delug'd with tears,” and by their mournful fi- 
knce teſtifying the Extremity of that ſorrow which afflits 
their Breaſts. Nor is it a ſmaller Demonſtration of embit- 
ter'd Grief, which all Degrees, and my Age, and every 
Sex in all places openly diſcover by their ſobbings, ſighs and 
lamentable Wailings.

down the Altars of their Gods, threw their Houſhold Deis 
ries into the Streets ; Fathers of Families expoſed the News 
born Births of their Wives : fooliſhly they, and wickedly, 
who went about to bring their Gods into Hatred, by Ab+ 
juring their Worſhip, with whom they were angry, for the 
loſs of Germanicws, raviſh'd from*em. But we are angry 
with our ſelves, and our fins,, by which God being raed" 
ly provokd, has taken from us the beſt of Queens: within 
the memory of Hiſtory, at an unlucky time, and in the 
flower of her Age. Andyetwe no lefs impartially Grieve, 
than thoſe Artient Romans, tho we are far remote = their 

impious Piety: For this incurable Wound, whichis laid 
on us, ſo. tears and rends the minds of all Men-, that _ 
Torments of infinite Grief overcome all Conſolation, and all 
Phyſick whatever is too weak for the terrible Diſtemper, un- 
der which we groan. But as the Death of fo great aQuecen. 
is an accident lamented by all; Good, fo by none more be- 
waild, if we except the King himſelf, thay by the moſt 
Hluſtrious Fathers of Utrecht, . How: many, Signs and Ar- 
guments of this moſt Juſt Grief for our incredible Loſs are 
Extant every where / Nevertheleſs they were deſirous that 
the Force 2nd Exuberancy of it ſhould be alſo fronv my 
Lips made knownas well to others Living, as to fucceeding 
Poſterity. * bis = Se =y 
How well could T now wiſh that I had never underſtood 
Eetters | And this I ſpeak with more ſincerity, than that Em-- 
peror, who being to ſubſcribe the Warrant for the Executis 
on of a Capital Offender, cried out in like. manner, Oh, that 
I had never known to Write! For my mind abhors and 
Fhes the Performance of this Diſmal fun&ion, both becauſe 
of the weight of that {forrow which has ſo broken and 
weak'nd all the parts of my mind, that they can hardly re- 
collect themſelves ; as alſo, for that tho I were in perfect 
Vigour, neither {truck nor afflicteceayith any Trouble, yetT 
am: 
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am confcious to my {elf of my own Inability, and muſt acs 
knowledge my felt interior to the 'Task impoſed upon me, 
of ſetting forth the high Praiſes and Merits of this Divine 
Queen. Yet there is two thinzs which not a little confirm me, 
and inſpire ſomething of a Soul inme, the praiſe that attends 
Obedicnce, which was all along a mott ſacred and certain 
convincement, 'that no man, tho moſt plentifully furniſhed 
with all the Endowments of Wit and Learning, and exceed- 
ed all Mortals in ſpeaking Eloquently and Politely, can be 
able, I wil not fay in words, but 1n thoughts, to reach the

T am engaged to ſpeak, not according to the Dignity of 
the Subjett, the excellency of which no mortal can attain 
ts, ' but according to'the. Strength of Capacity and ' En- 
dowments. Nor do I doubt but ycu, moſt noble and Wor. 
thy Auditors here preſent, out of your Incomparable Venera- 
tion for the Queen, will give a favourable attention to what 
T ſhall ay, tho it may not anſwer the Merits of the Queen, 
nor your ExyeQtation. While I obey the Will of thoſe, trom 
whom my will ought never to diſagree ; Iam in hopes that 
you will alſo beſatisfied with my moſt earneſt Zeal to ſatisfy 
your Commands, tho my ſtrength may not equal the Decree 
of my mind. 6 

Fam unwilling, Noble Auditors, at the beginning, to be

that ever doubred. 

' What the Sun is in Heavenamong the Stars, 'that Piety 1s 
* among the Vertues. All Light is derived from the Sur: 
From Piety alſo and Religion, as from the only and mot 
Limpid Fountain, flow the reſt of the Vertues, which ſhe 
foſter'd in her Boſom and her Embraces: What Prudence, 
What Fortitude, what Fidelity, what Moderation, what 
Benighity can be found in any, other perſon, where there is 
not care taken to ſuppreſs the Turbulent Motions of the 
Mind, toreſtrainthe Impetuoſities of Deſire, and be mind- 
ful of their Digaity and Duty ? But this is, the Work of 
Religion only. Now with. what, a Loye- of, Religion the 
Augult MART was-infland, - with what a. fervency of 
Mind 'ſhe was incens'd, to the Improvement of her Picty, 
F ſhould - not adventure to commemorate, were it, not a 
thing well known to all people, not only to ſuch as attended 
about her Perſqn, but tothe Embaſſadorsof forreign Princes 
ind Comrionwealths, who frequented the. Queens Courr. 
They will hardly gain credit, perhaps, among thoſe who un- 
&erftand. the Manners and Cuſtoms of Courts, and of thoſe 
that are bred up in fem ; or among ſuch who are perſwaded 
that Religion, Piety, and Modeſty, are only Names made 
uſe of to impoſe upon the People, or at leaſt the Properties of 
private perſons. 

They who would be accounted Pious among Men, think 
it ſufficient to ſay their Prayers Morning and Evening, to 
read a Chapter in the Bible, and go duely to hear the Ser- 
mons at' Church upon a Sarday : If they acquit themſelves 
of theſe Duties, they think they do enough ; and conſider- 


ing 
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3ng the Contempt and Neglett of ſacred things now a-days, 
their Piety is to be commended. But MARY'S Re- 
ligion was not circumfcrib'd within theſe-Narrow Limits : 
In the Morning fo ſoon as ſhe raſe, ſhe ſpent 'T'wo hours a- 
lone in her Bed-Chamber, in Prayers, .in Reading, and Con- 
templation of Heavenly Things. If Afﬀairs of Momeat 
call'd her ſooner to the Publick Management, ſhe.rather 
choſe to ſpare ſomething of her accuſtomed Hours - allowed 
torSlcep and Reſt, than to loſe a Moment of the time which 
ſhe had conſecrated to God. About Nine a.clock ſhe went 
to the Chappel, and there with the Royal Houſhold, and 
ſuch others as mov©d by her Example reſorted thither, ſhe 
oftered up her moſt Innocent Supplications to God, The 
fame thing ſhe did every day about five a Clock. Nor would 
ſhe ſuffer her {elf to be called away from thus {cttled, per- 
formance of ſacred Duties, by any Sports, and Allurements 
of. Lawful Pleaſures, any Audiences of Princes,;'or . Royal 
Embaſſadors. SE 

This was the Law. which ſhe had Ordaind to her ſelf of 
daily attoning God. O ſingular and unwonted lover of Re- 
tigion in that ſo high ſtation of Fortune, in that healrhy con- 
ditiion of Youthful Age, in that abundance of Delights and 
Pleaſures, wherein Devotion is-but little minded ! And this 
is that, which Tam ſure you all admire. Attend, I beſeech 
ye, and yeſhall hearthole things which will redound to the 
greater Admiration of the QUEEN. When WILLIAM, 
Prince of Orange was Sollicited and Iinportun'd by the Una-. 
nimmousand loud Voice of Ezeland, to vindicate her Sacred 
Rites, that were Palluted, to aſſert her Laws, that were 
trampled underfoot,to ward of the Deftruttion and Bondage. 
that hung over the Necksof all the People of Ezg/and, and 
Exrope that was wounded through her ſides; by a certain In- 
ſtinctof Heaven, and with the good will of all Kings and 
Princes, thoſe excepted wha defign'd and Plotted all theſe

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Mifchiefs, he undertook the Emeliſh Expedition. Then it 
"was, that the moſt Pious MART ſpent, not only three or 
four Hours, as ſhe was'wont to do, m Prayers, in Suppli- 
"cations; and as'well in'publick as Domeſtick Performances 
of Divine Duties.  Whert the. had pertgrmed *em all in 


the E9/i/Þ, ſhe went to the. 'Frerch Church, and after that 
to the, Durch Congregations; m all which, 'Prayers, were put 
up'for ſeveral honrs for the Prefervation''of the Greateſt 
Prince; .and for the profperous Succefs of * that Expedition 
undertaken for the Preſervation of the'Chriftian Name, and 
the Defence of its 'Ditnity.' © No wonder then that Heaven, 
whoſe Eye was thenthe Subject of 'the Contention, bow?d 
down a rexdy Ear to the'Stipptiant nd moſt Piotis MARY, 
anfthe Prayers of fo many” good People. Bur FI return to 
MARTJ*s daily Meditationsof Pjety. The relt of the day, 
which required ngt her Care.of the Kingdom, in the King's 
abſence, ſhe did not waft invain Difcourſes, in hearing ſto- 
ries of the Apours of Princes.,and Illuſtriqus Ladies,: norin 
teading thoſe, Trifles, commonly called Novels ; but ſhe read 
over her ſelf, 'or caufed to be recited *by others, either the 
Divine Monuments of Sacred Story, or. ſuch other Books 
as explain'd, the Myſterious, Heads 'of  Chriftian DoQrine; 
or by wholf6me Pteceprs ftir'd 'her up to the feading of an 
Honeft and'Vertfous life, She was {o'taken with.reading the 
Sacred Scriptures, which the Prophets and other Cealettial 
Authors Infpir'd by God delivered in Writing, that ſhe nc- 
ver laidit out of her Hands, but twice a year read it over 
from the beginning to the end, once her {elf in her, Cham, 
ber, then again in her Chappel, where in the daily fervice fo 
much was recited every Ca by the Miniſter, 'as* would ſut- 
hce tocompleat the going through the whole Book within 


the Year. Is thereany one among Us, mo!t Noble Audi-- 


tors, the Miniſters. themſelves, who have {o Afiduoutly in 
their hands the Divine Oracles? Ts there any one who with 


{0 
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{0 much AﬀeQion, ſo. much Diligence,” or rather with {© 
much Benefit to themſelves ? 'This Queen had ſearched fo 
profoundly into the. Dofrines of Chriſtian Religion, ſhe 
had ſo imbib'd it, ſhe had fo retain'd it in her memory, that 
ſhe excelPdmoſt men, who had ſpent all their Lives in the 
Study of this Cceleſtial Doftrine : So that ſhe was able ac- 
curately to refel the Impetuous Violences of -thoſe that la- 
boured might and main, to itop the Foundations of "Truth. 
Nor could ſhe by any Allurements, by any Threats, by any 
Dangers bedetcrr'd from defending the true Dodtrine. 

I fee not a few, who have hitherto heard what I have 
ſaid, with impartial Fars, contract. their Brows, and filently 
wonder at my Boldneſs, who have attributed thoſe things to 
a Queen but young in Years, which few could attain to, who 
have grown Old in the Study of Divinity, fo far as to accuſe 
me of foul Adulation; or of that Levity, of wluch ſome O- 
rators are guilty, who being carried away with an Immo- 
derate Love of thoſe things, which they have defign'd to 
praiſe, aggravate their Encomiums, with expreſſions too far 
ſtrain'd, and extol what they praiſe to an higher pitch, than 
what 1t truly deſerves. 

I fear leſt they ſhould lay to my Charge what in the 
laſt Agewas laid to the Charge of Walter Haddon, Ma- 
ſter of the Requeſts ro Great Elizabeth, that other Im- 
mortal Glory of the Britzſh Queens, by Jerome Oſorizs, 
Biſhop of $y/z72 in' Portugal, a moſt” Eloquent Perſon in - 
Is time. Haddon had anſwer'd an Epiſtle of O/orizs, 
written to Eli=abe!», wherein the Biſhop had moſt bit- 
terly inveigltd againſt Innovators, as he call'd %em: in 

this Anſwer Haden had extolPd the Queens Prudence in 
Eccleſiaftical Matters, and admont{Wd Oſor:ns ' that he 
ſhould take heed left the Queen ſhould brandifh the Tm. 
provement of her - Studies 2gain{t hym, This, O:oriz ro0k 
11] in his defamatory Anſwers to Haddon's Defence, and : 

Cc tixcd 
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taxed him for Imprudent Flattery. Oforius allow'd, that 
he could eaſily ſuffer Elegancy of Wit and Learning, Hu- 
manity, knowledge of the Greek and Latin Tongues, and 
deep reading in Philoſophy to be applauded in a Queen; 
but for a Woman to be extolPd for her Knowledge in 
Divinity, was athing, neither to be endurd nor beliey'd. 
Nevertheleſs then El/;zabeth exceeded Mary in Years. But 
I ſhall eaſily, moſt Noble Auditors, wipe off from my 
felf the ſuſpicion of Adulation, if, as hitherto you have 
done, you will lend me an attentive Ear. 

What El:zabeth could do I ſhall not now diſpute ; what 
Mary did I ſhall faithfully relate without my CO 
Colours, a thing worthy for all Nations to - Then 
do you be Judges, whether I have ſpoken likea Flatter- 
er, or, as others more ſoftly ſay, ike an Orator ; or whe- 
ther plainly, truly, and faithfully. 

King JAMES the Father of MART, when he came 
to the Crown, employ'd all his Cares and Thoughts, and 


made it his Buſineſs to repeal ſeveral Atts which his An-- 


ceſtors had madefor the Support of the Refornvd: Religi- 
on ; more eſpecially to abokſh the Law which enatted ta- 
king of the Teſt, which abjur'd all Power and Authority 
which the Pope, or any other Mortal claim*d, or could 
claim either in Civil or Eccleſiaſtical Matters within the 
Kingdom. M ART openly declar'd that ſhe could not ap- 
prove his Condutt, nor aſſent to. thoſe who urg'd that 
the Engliſh- might beabſolv'd from the Sandtity and obſery- 
ance of thatOath,nor that anyonefor the futurewastobe forc'd 
to it. The King inform'd of this, order'd his Envoy, 
then. at the Hague,, to make it outto MARY, and per- 
{wade her, that ſhe:had a wrong Opinion; enduc'd there- 
to by falſe Reaſons and- Grounds of her Father's Intenti- 


ons and Meaning in that Particular. The Envoy taking. 
a fit Opportunity, held the Queea in a long Diſcourſe upon” 
: this. 
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this Subje&, bringing not a few, nor thoſe. Vulgar Argue 
ments out of Scripture, many Teſtimonies out of the moſt 
Ancient and moſt Learned Fathers of the Church, and 
more than one Reaſon from the Knowledge of things which 
Nature has imprinted in our Minds. When the Queen 
had attentively heard him, She did not anſwer him with 
a Laconiſm ; ſhe ſo readily and ſo ſmartly of a ſudden 
took to pieces the Envoy's Diſcourſe, and his Arguments, 
refuted all his Reaſons with ſo much Judgment, that 
when the Envoy was diſmiſſed by the Queen, he could 
not forbear teſtifying and acknowledging in the publick 
Hall of the Court, before a great many Perſons of high 
Quality and Dignity, that he could never have belieyd 
there had been a Woman in the World endued with ſo much: 
underſtanding of the Chriſtian Dottrine, and of the Opi-- 
nions urged to her upon the ſeveral Heads of that Doctrine; 
or that could defend what ſhe thought with ſo much ſtrength 
and weight of Reaſon, and fortify it with ſo ſtrong a Guard: 
againſt all aſſaults of open Hoſtility or Treacherous Inſinu- 
ation. 

He added moreover, that he was perſwaded, that this. 
Princeſscould be mov©d by no man living from thoſe Opini- 
ons concerning Religion, wherewith ſhe. was fo throughl 
ſeaſoned. Nor would he be the occaſion that any One ſhould 
attempt to Diſcourſe her any more upon that occaſion, unleſs. 
he intended to Joſe his Labour : And this was. what he. alſo 
wrote to King James. 

In this Conference with the Eze/ifb Agent the moſt pru-- 
dent Princeſs added thus much farther, '7 hat ſbe could not ſuf- 
ficiently admire, nor indeed imagin how it ſhould come to paſs, that 
any man, not void of Reaſon or Sence, or that had a right Tudg- 
ment of God awd Divine matters, or had comprehenaed in his 
mind the true manner of Worſhippins him, could prove a Deſer- 
ter, and run from our Religivw to the Ceremonies of Rome.. 


When: 
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When the Agent Replied, that her Father, the King 
of Great Britain, was a living Example of a better 
Approbation - of the Romyh Worſhip, - She made An- 


ſwer, That there was nothing griev'd her more ;, and the only 


thing ſhe wonder d at, by whoſe ſeduftion, upon what occaſion, by 


what arguments he could be induced to betray the Bulwork of pureſt 


Truth ; and having left that, upon what ſupporters, the Security 


and Tranquillity of his mind could yely. "Theſe thingsthe molt 
Wiſe and Prudent MARY. | 
Not long after, when there was no queſtion but that King 
7ames had been Certified of all theſe things by his Agent's 
Letters ; the Father ſends a long and weighty Epiſtle to his 
Davghter, wherein he ſet forth at large the occaſion, the rea- 
ſons and methods he had followed in abandoning our Wor- 
ſhip, and embracing the Opinions vf Rome. "This Letter 


trom King James was delivered to MARY, upon Tueſday in 


the Evening; the Meſſengers who brought it, bewg to re- 
turn into Ezgl/azd the next day. Wherefore, when ſhehad 
read it over and over again with extraordinary attention, and 


Studiouſly conſidered every thing ; ſhe ſet her ſelf to return ' 


an Anſwer, wherein ſhe ſpent the greateſt part of the Night. 
And tho frequently put in mind that it was time to go to 
Bed, and that it behov*d her to take care of her Health, 
which would be much diforder'd by Watching ; the moſt 
Prudent Queen made Anſwer, That the U:y of Anſwering the 
Kynz*s Letters, was to be preferr*d before Sleep, leſt ſhe ſhould 
be ſtraitned in time the next day, and thereby be hindred from 
performing what ſhe ow*d to her Father. That therefore ſhe 
made the more haſte, leſt if the Meſſenger ſhould lip away 
vvithout her Anſvver, it might be ſuſpeted that ſhe had 
made ule of help, and got ſome Divine to vvrite her Letters 
{of her; vyhich if her Father ſhould! >clieve, they vyould 
vvant that vveight and Efett, vvhich by the Favour of God, 
ſhe pronuſed her ſelt trom diſpatclung fem vvith all ſpecd ſhe 
could. T Fe 
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The King's chief Argument wastaken from the Antigui- 
ty, andthe long and immovable endurance of the Roman 
Church , Eſtabliſh'd and Founded upon the Promiſes of 
Chriſt ; Tho art Peter, &c. To which were added other 
places, Arguments and "Teſtimonies heaped together to cor- 
roborate that Opinion. All which the moſt ingenious Prin- 
ceſs Anſwered and refuted in ſo ſhort a time, and with ſo 
much Politeneſs and Judgment, that an Eminent Divine, and 
ſome few other Perſons, conſpicuous for their Quality and 
Integrity, who afterwards were permitted to ſeea Copy of 
that Epiſtle, raviſh'd into Admiration, aſſerted, that they 
could never have perſwaded themſelves that ſuch a Letter, 
ſo full of Grave and Efficacious Arguments, could have 
been Written by any Man, much lefs by a Woman, unleſs 
by one who had Devoted his whole Life to the Study of the 
Scriptures, and true Divinity. Strange {wiftneſs and per- 
ſpicacity of a Divine Wit! Strange piercing Force of - Judg- 
ment / No ſnares of 'Treachery were ſo occultly laid, which 
the Auguſt Queen did not readily diſcover; no Sophiſms fo 
fallacioully ſpecious, that could deceive Her; No knots fo 
difficult, but ſhe ſhould unlooſe fem at firſt ſight. Go now, 
you that are all over nothing but Envy or ill Will ; you that 
are blinded by your own ignorance, weigh the vaſt Endow- 
ments of the Greateit of Queens, by the Exilities of your 
own ſlender Parts, go now. and taunt me with Aadalt- 
HON. 

This Oration1s fo jar from flattery, that all men now may 
ſe, that the greate!t applaute of Words is far inferior to the 
Merirs of {o great a Queen. Such was alſo the ſanctity of 
MARY'S Life, that King WILLIAM, after her 
Deceaſe, calling to mind her Picty toward God, the Integri- 
ty of her Liic, and her Extraordinary Knowledge of facred 
things, brake forth into this Evpreſſion, That if %e contd be- 
lieve that ever any mortal man could be born withoat the cont ami.

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nation of fin, he would believe it of the Queen. And ſhe pre- 
ferv\d her ſelf fo chaſt and ſpotleſs, that while ſhe reſided 
upon Earth, ſhe liv*d the Life of the Saints, evenin the hur- 
ry of the Court, where there are ſomany incitements to evil, 
that entice men from the Exerciſe of Piety, ſo many allure- 
ments to pleaſure, thatinveigle and bewitch the mind. 

But as our Divine MARY burnfd with a {ingular Love 
of Picty and Religion; ſo was ſhe of a Soaring and Exalted 
Mind. . Forthey, who addifting themſelves to the Obſerv- 
ance of the moſt pure Religion, are once aſſurd, that _ 
as it were encompaſs*d with Cceleſtial Protection, they ſhall 
not be forſaken, will never deſpond, let the Confufions of 
War Rage round about fem, let the Earth Tremble, and 
Heaven be ready to fall, and all things menace preſent Mor- 
tality and Peſtilence. 

As to her Contempt of Humane Glory, her Conſtancy in 
the moſt violent Storms of Adverſe Fortune, I wiſh, as the 
are greatthings, and Aggravations of her lofty Soul, I wiſh 
it were in my power to {et forth in asmagnificent Language! 
The Field is infinitely large of rare and unuſual Examples; but 
reither the barrenneſs of a ſlender Wit, nor the ſtraitneſs 
of my Time will permit me to expatiate into theſe Boundleſs 
'Fhemes. We mult be content with a Few. 

How great was the Conſternation of all men, how genc- 
ral the Diſmay and Terror, when W:llam, Prince of O- 
7:27, not lo much Invited and Requeſted by England, tho 
{ne itretched forth her ſuppliant Hands to Him for {uccour, as 
by the Call of Heaven, at an unſeaſanable time, when both 
$eas and Adverſe Winds with tumultuous Fury oppoling him, 
with fuch an handful haſten%d to Ex2/and*s Reliet, under the 
Oppreſſion of Numerous Armies, I believe that moſt of you 
remember. For we may ſooner forget our ſelves than tuch 
a dreadſul ſeaſon. Only MAR Y undauntedawaited the 
Event of Heaven's Decrces ; She Only wanted/no Conſolati- 


on ; 
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on ; She alone exhorted and confirm*d the Trembting 5 Wo- 
maniſh Fear in Men, in M AR Y Manly Refolutionand 

Courage vvas to be ſeen. 'Thefe vvere Noble Things, and 
to be celebrated vvith the Encomiums of all Ages and all 
Men. And yet they are but Sport and Play, if I may fo call 
**m, to vyhat you ſhall now hear. An Hideous Bulk of 
threatning Evils at the ſame time roul'd vvith all its Force to 
overwhelm all Ezg/andand Holland : The Heaven, the Sea 
and Land ſeem*d to have conſpired their ruin anddeftruftion: 
The Army of the Confederates had received a deep wound 
im the Battle of Fleurus. In the fight of Enland a misfor- 
rune befel our Fleet, ſome of our Men of War: being ſunk 
and burnt ; whilſt others were detain'd by contrary Winds, 


| from fuccouring thoſe that were ofre Powred. From Ire- 


land News was brought, tho ours had ba xo" the Re- 
bels at the Boyz, that the King was Wounded, in the heat of 
the Fight, with a Canon Bullet. The Report was ſpread 
abroad that' he was ſlain, inſomuch that publick Rejoycings 
were ordered at Pars by publick Anthority, in a 'Tempeſty- 
ous Night, and all the Streets and Houtes Blaz*d and Shon 
with Illuminations and Bonfires, the ſigns I will not deter-- 
mine whether of Joy or Madneſs, not to be defac*d. by 
length of Time, as it the V Var had been at an end, had the 
King of Erglaxd been Dead. © All theſe things were at thes . 
ſame time tumaltuouſly repeated, while Fame augmented, as 
is uſual, every thing for the worſe. Tothiswe may add how 
certainly 1t was believed that the French Fleet were prepar- 
ing to Land a great Army in Ezzland, which was to pene- 
trate into the Heart of the Kingdom, naked then of Milita 

Defence ; the Souldie:ty being either in Irc/azd, or the Low 
Countries, Tis hardly to be imagind how great the Fear 
the Dread, the Conlternation was of the Nobility, Gentry 
and common People. Still the Queen diſplayed no ſign of 
Fear, nothing of dubious anxicty, nothing of {adnelſs either: 


in 
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inter looks. or words ; more Eſpecially whea the -heard, 
that the Wound in the King's ſhoulder was neither Mortal 
nor Dangerous. MARY at that time Rode through the 
City of London, with ſo Serene a Countenance, that Tran- 
quillity and —__ to ſhine in her Eyes. The Pecos 


ple beholding the Queen fo void of any Perturbation, re- 
pented and recovered themſelves from their extraordinary 
Conſternation. Nor were the People only refreſh d and re- 
vived with chearful Hearts and Countenances, but alſo the 
Nobility, the King and Queen's Friends and ſharers of all 
their Arcave. For when the Queen ſhewed the ſame mind 
tf Council, no lefs ſedate and Void of 'Tumult; fo ſoon: as 
ſhe-was gone, a perſon of the, Highe{t Quality and Dignity 
acknowledg'dthat after he had {een and heard the Queen, he 
was much rhore Confirm'd in his Mind than before. That 
many Meſſengers of ill News from all parts, one upon the 
Neck of 2nother, had 'ſtrook a dread into him,,and a yery 
great fear of. mote terrible Calamities, but that now he was 
releaſt from his Fears, in regard that neither in the Queen's 
Countenance, nor.in her Words, he perceived not the leaſt 
ſign of any Perturbation or Anxiety ; but that ſhe ſtill con- 
ſulted for the. general Good with'the ſame conſtancy as. be. 
fore ; that with the ſame Advice and Judgment, ſhe took 
care that nothing ſhould fall our amwis at. Home, that the 
publick ſhould receive no damage ; and provided abroad, 
how Miſcarriages might be attoned, lofles repaired, and the 
Counſels of the Enemy be diſappointed. T hele things when 
he ſaw, he could not ſufficiently Admire the Incfedible For. 
titude of the Queen,nor could he believe the loſs was ſogreat, 


or Afﬀairs in ſo ill a Condition, as they were _ 


thought tobe. Whatan Illuſtrious Perſon fo much admir 
all Nations, all Polterity will wonder at. That there was 
{o much Reſolution in a Woman, that ſhe could not be de- 
jected by the ſevereſt Frowns of adverle Fortune, that would 
have 


men, but her ſe 
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have ſhaken, and did ſhake the Courageand Counſels of Men 
themſelves. Otavianus Ceſar, when he heard of the Varian 
Slaughter, fooliſhly ſuffered his Hair and Beard to grow, as 
if the Germans had been afraidof his careleſs Beard, like men 
that are terrifiedwith the ſtreaming Tail of a Comet. 'He 
wept like a Woman, beat his Head for madneſs againſt the 
Wall, and like a man that had been Frantick, cry*d out, 
Varus, Reſtore me back my Legions ; as if theſe Clamours 
could have Terrified the Enemy, or that the Slain could have 
thereby reviv'd. And this ſame Deſpair and Female Imbe- 
cillity of Mind, the ſame Auguſtus wang as if Hannibal 
had os at the Gates of. Rowe, when three Legions. were 
Defeated by the Germans in the utmoſt Confines of the 
Roman Empire. But what did our Couragious and Pru- 
dent Queen do, when the Army was Routed in the Ad- 
Jjoyning Low Cowntries;, when in the very {ight and throat of 
England, the Enemies Navy;numerous and Y iCtorious, Rode 
Miſtreſs of the Seas; when Rapines, Burnings, Slaughters, 
Deſolation, preſented themſelyes before the Eyes of all men; 
it the Enemy, which many were afraid of, which wicked 
Subjects boaſted abroad, and Rebels wiſh*d, had turn'd their 
Forces againſt the Brit; Shoar, in the King's abſence, and 
whilethe Arms of Ezz/and were Employ*d either inour Ter- 
ritorics, orin Treland ? Nothing of all theſe things mov*d 
MARY* Courage ; She did not yieldto raging Torture, or 
ſubmit her Courageto it ; but the more boldly made reſiſt- 
ance with an undaunated Vertue, never to be ſufficiently Ex- 
tolld by human Expreſſions ; and with ſuch a ſublimity of 
Mind, whereby ſhe not only overcame. the Opinion of all 
i out-did her elf; by which ſhe attained 
to ſuch a Degree of Glory and Dignity, as a Princeof higheſt 
Vertue canhardly be allowed to wiſhtor 1n this Lite. 
No leſs Conſpicuous was the Excellency of her lofty Mind 
in moderat Proſperity, as in her Couragious Brooking Ad- 
| EC verlity 
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veffiry. She never proudly abiſed fo great aPower ; never-' 


[n that moſt Towering Station of Human Afﬀeairs, utrer'dan 
haughty word, or did an unequaF-A&. For it was always 
her; Opinion, that Royal Majetty conſiſted not'in'the Enhigns 
of Royalty, the Globe, ' the Scepter-or, the Crowr'; but #n 
Vertuotis Ornaments, in Gentlnefs, 'afd the Powerof doing” 
Good to all People ; and was defirous'it ſhould be conſpicu- 
ous for SanQity. and Sweetneſs of Manners, and Noblenefs 
of Mind; not, in fwelling Pride, in, hanghty Pride,” and 1n- 


tollerahle diſdain of her SubjeQs; and' of al} other 'Men, / 
with the Cecropidg atrogated' to themfeles; aritt- Men-'of- 
mean Condition,” aavanc*d” above themſelves g6'fplendidneſs'

| Nor did the Queen more laudably excel -m Majeſty of 
Empire, than 11, Modeſty ;. of which how many' Examples 
did the ſhew to the Wotlt ? But this was mol? fooulat and 
wonderful.. She was calf& by the People of * Exvland, toge- 
ter with her Hushand W717, 6 be. tis-A Thee '#1- the 
Kingdom, that as ſhe was the Confort of ts Bed, ſhe might 
be the Companion of his Scepter, and that: they might Ad- 
miniſter the Goveinmeir with! equi! Aufpices, *: This Power 
ſhe never exercited, unte when the-King, in Vindicating 
and Aﬀerting the Liberty of theChriſtian World, was thuw- 
dering with Arms abroad upon the 7/ewſe, the Scheld, or'the 
Boyne, and going to croſs theSeas, committed the Reines of 
the Kingdom into her Right-hand ; which fhe:ruPd fo pru- 
dently with the general Applauſe of all/Mcn' ihthe moſt dif- 
ficult times, that none of Her SabjeRts could, perceive the 
King was abfent., The King was wantihg in his Perſon; 'ho 
body miſs'd his Courage or his Pradefice. In Council, when 
Afﬀairs of greateſt Moment and Intricacy were Diſcuſs'd,

ſome Oracular ;Anfwer of a/Peiry. So'that the King myght 
deſervedly camplain, when he loſt our moſt Prudent.M A- 
RY, that hehadloſt the bett of all; the Copnſellors. he had 
in his Council;; You ltaye-hearg amoſt trucfaying. of great 
WIELIAM, who: hidfelt, as: well in. Military Courage, 
as in\the; Wiſdom of Peace -is ſecond. tÞ none. of all the 
Kings that are, or ever were. He could nevet perform fuch 
great things abroad\, unlels he. had thoſe. at honae upon 
whoſe. Fidelity -and Counſel he n»glt rely : For never at 
any time.more certain. Ship-wrack threatets: a 'Common- 
wealth, than: when ſuch a one; -fits.ati the Helm, who wants 
ro: be'Steerfd' and {(Governd: himfelf. : But fo fax! was: the 
Queen from depending upon the Counſel of others, that ma- 
ny times, they who were of the Council, were convinc'd by; 
her 'Argomenes; and-came:oyer to! her Opinion, . tho, before 
they Diflexited :trom/1t/: And: many tmcs,ſhe greatly con- 
firm*d thofe whowaver'd berween 4evera}-Qpinions. T 
" What need I calFto your Remembrance the Vrgtancy of 
the Queen? Day and Night, as ina Watch-Tower, ſhe 
watch<d over the tatety and Dignity of Ezeland, and the: U+ 
zited Provinces.” She ncver lookd of from their Poeſerva- 
tion; She laid nothing moreto Heartthan the Publick Safe- 
ty, the Liberty, the aſc of the People, the Harmony and 
Union of the Parliament,” und the Harmony agd Titanqui- 
lity of the whole Common-wealth, It, was the. moſt ſacred of 
all her Cares, to Govern her Subjects with a concording Mo- 
deration. Which when ſhe perform*d toa Miracle, the Peo- 


ple on the otherſide, in. the mortal Perfon of the Queen, re- 


verenc«d 
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verencd the Preſent Immortal God, whoſe Image on Earth 
all ſupreme Powers Repreſent, fo long as they faithfully and 
prudently fulfil all the Duties of juſt and legal Rule. 

By this means ſhe not only ſuppreſs*d, not ſo much b 
force of Arms, as bythe Love of her Subjefts, with whic 
ſhe was always ſtrongly Guarded, fromthe Exorbitant Fury 
of Wicked Men, who- during the King's: abſence, Plotted 
her Ruin and the DeſtruQtion of the Kingdom. Theſe are 
Great things, and to be Celebrated by the 'Tongues and Pens 
of Poſterity : Yet will Tnot contend with thoſe who aſſert 
that the Brit Empire was Govern*d by Elizabeth, with .no 
leſs Applauſe of Prudence and Moderation. © ,But this is 
wonderful and unuſual, that a Queen, when ſhe fate at the 
Helm in the King's abſence, all good ſubjetts wiſhing all 
Proſperity to ſo jult and mild a Rule ; while others were a= 
Ronifh*d, that the Rudder of Government ſhould be fo pru- 
dently and knowingly held by a Female Hand ; fo ſoon as 
the King ſet foot again in the Kingdom, ſhould not concern 
her ſelf with any part or care of it, as if ſhe | had not been 
marry'd to the King, or thatthe Adminiſtration of the King- 
dom had nothing belong d to her, tho his Aſſociate in the Go- 
vernment. Read over the Annals, Noble Auditors, of all 
Times and Nations ; revolve in your Memories whether 
you ever read or heard of any thing that may be compar'd 
with this Moderation of the Queen. "There have been ma- 
ny Queens, many Princeſſes, who have taken upon 'em Maſ- 
culine Cares, who have either had Uxorious Husbands, or 
have been by them — permitted to ſhare the Sovye- 
raignty with *em. You ſhall find no Woman, who being 
call'd by the Legal Suftrages of the People, 'to be an Aﬀſoct 
ate in the Government, who ever actually executed the Re- 
ga} Office, that did not challenge her felt a great ſhare of 
the Command, and thought ſhe had an Injury done her, if 
ihe were not admitted to all Counkels raken concerning the 
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Adminiſtration of the Government, or if ſhe were not ad- 
visd with in all manner of Tranſactions; or if ſhe were E. 
ual in Authority with her Husband,did notchallenge to her- 
elf an Equal Right. They who have once taſted Soveraign 
Command, are hardly reduc*d to lead a private Life. . You 
may ſooner wreſt Hercales's Club out,of his hand, than de- 
fire of. Doininion from ſuch perſons, '- eſpecvial.y item theFe- 
male Sex, who are' generally Petulant,. Proud, greedy of 
Power, Covetous of Command, and expert at putting all 
things into confulion, ſo they may attain their Deſires. "That 
She Ulyſſes, that ſhe might not. be deſpoil'd of that Power 
which {he had exercis'd, fo many years bythe-connivance 
of her Husband , extinguiſhd! all: 4ug«/tzs's Farnily b 
her Treacheries, Frauds, and wicked Contrivances ;' not fo 
much out of her Novercal Hatred, though that were. alfo 
none of the leaſt violent ; but inflam'd with deiire of Com- 
mand, that ſhe might advance her own - Son to the Em- 
pire, and rule under his Minority as the had done b<fore 
under the Indulgence of her Husband. Infinite orher Exam- 
ples of Female Pride, and Delire of Rule, mighc be produ- 
ced, which neither” Time nor Place will give us leave to re- 
cite. And indeed who can be ignorant of 'em, when every 
Age has produc*d ſeveral ſuch Monſters? So much the more 
is the Moderation of Divine Maryto!be wonder'd at, who 
might have Reign*d in her own Right,but would nor, but in 
the Abſence of King1/i[/iam ; and who was fo far from com- 
plaining or repining, that ſhe gladly and treely reſign'd the 
Government of the Kingdom upon his Return, as an hard 
and heavy burthen, which'{he had unwillingly born all the 
time before. 

Wherecan a Modcratian like to this be found, within the 
memory of Hiſtory 2 She thought it theGreateſt, and moſt 
Noble AQt of Soveraignty, to be able to command her ſelf. 
"Thoſe Tears, which were no counterteited Droppings, and 
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which ſhe-ſhed when ſhe wnderftood that the :Crown was 
Voted to Her and William, by 'both Honfes of ' Parliament ; 
what elſe did they ſignifie, but that .MA R T's Mind was 
far remote from all deſire of 'Rule?

Father had dethron'd himſelf by his fubverſion of the-Laws, 
the Religion and Conftitutions of the Kingdom, before any 
Forreigner moy*d to the Relief of E224; but that ſhe 
might {uccour her Country, forſaken, complaining, groan- 
ing, and imploring the Aid of Heaven, and the Faith of 1:/- 
liam and Mary. For this was the Only Remedy for Britain 
upon the Brink of the Precipice ; nor had ſhe any other to 
whom in her.Deſpair ſhe could '/have Recourſe. 

. Therefore did Great. britain(ftretch forth her Right Hand 
ro M ART, when the came, and received their Conferva- 
trix with a more than Ordinary Joy. Thence a New and 
Benign Light, in the mudiſt of fo great a Mitt and ſo dark a 
Night, ſpread a bright, ſpleadour-quite through'Brit ain, inſo- 
much, that rhe day where MART and WILLIAM 
were inaugurated, might .be accounted England's Second 
Birth-day, that wip'd off 'Rulty Decrepidneſs and Defor- 
mity from a Kingdom gayly flouriſhing before. But the 
Spring and Fountain of this wonderful Modeſty, which du- 
ring thc wholecourſe of her Lite, ſhe made appear by fo ma- 
ny Rare Proofs to the whole World, was that, of -which 
1 0u have beer told already, Her Pzety and Obſervance of Re- 
{igzion. From thence proceeded that undeftiled Conjugal Fi- 
wa that. Chaſtity without blemiſh, that. Benevolence to- 
wardall Mankind, that Munificence and Bounty toward the 
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miſerable. * Tf ever any Woman, eminentabove others; to! 
the Splendor of her Deſcent, and Excellency of ' her Qu:* 
-ward Form, were - the moſt affectionate to her Husband, 
andthe molt jealous of her Chaſtity, DIV A STUVAR- 
Tt was ſhe. Who ever knew a Wife more Obedieat.in a 
pnvate Family ? TI here forbear to relate with what an Ex- 
-ceſs of Grief ſhe parted from her Wi!iams fide, when -fer- 
ting forward, and ready to quit the Exgliſh Shoar-in order to 
reſtore the Low Condition of Exrope's Aﬀairs. I neglett to 
tell, with how much Joy and Aﬀection ſhe received the King 
returning from the Conquelt of Ireland. Theſe are thevul- 
gar Commendations of all Wives ; but what'I ſhall now 
commemorate, 1s a ſingular and molt Tluftriqus Pledg; of a 
certain, more than wonderful Aﬀection. = 
When King James, confiding in an haſty Flight, deferred 
the Kingdom, and left the Royal Throne quite/Empry. zad 
in a manner falling, it was Debated in the Convention, who 
ſhould be ſet up in James Room ; whether 'th Enſigns, of 
Soveraignty ſhould be Offered to the Prince. of . Orange, and 
Mary lus Conſort, to Reign with Equal Power ; or to 2 /ary 
only, the Eldeſt Daughter of James, and in her Right to 
William her Husband.

The Meſſenger was to .paſs through the Hygze, and to 
"impart the News in the Reſidents Name to a Perſon of High 
Authority, and no leſs high both in William and Marys E- 
-fteem. He immediatcly haſtens to the Court, and informs 
Mary of this Vote of the Houſe, and congratulates her Ad- 
-vanicement to the Royal Dignity. She, according to her 
wonted Good Nature, mildly indeed; but with a leis famili- 
ar Countenance, and a more contratted Brow, made Anſwer, 
That ſhe neither hop*d thoſe thines to be true, which he related, 
neither aid-(he believe that William woxuld accept the Kingdom, 
as a Subſtitute to Female Authority, or as one that w.s to be be- 

holden to a Woman for a Crown. | 
I beſcech ye, Noble Auditors, could the beſt of Princeſ- 
ſes declare the Exceſs of her moſt tender Aﬀettion by a more 
Illuſtrious Argument ? She had rather that her ſelf, ſhe 
had rather that her Husband ſhould loſe a Kg 45m, than per- 
mit that he ſhould receive it as her Gift; or that William 
ſhould obtain by Female Favour, what he had deſery'd by 
the ſuffrage of his own Valour, as having undergone ſo ma- 
ny Toyls and Dangers for the Preſervation of it. Hence, 
when ſome Peers of the higheſt Rank, who wiſhid well to 
MARY, obſtinately urgd, That. the Kingdom ſhould be de- 
creed toWilliam apon no other Conditions than thoſe already men- 
tioned; aud aſſerted, that it would be a means to fix themſelves in 
MAR Ys Favorr; She took it ſo unkindly, and after ſhe 
was Crown'd Queen, openly complain*d of their Prepoſte- 
rous Argument ; nor would, for a good while, admit thoſe 
who had Voted after that manner, to kifs her Royal Hand; 
nor did admit *em, till after ſome time that ſhe was at lait 
over-rul'd by the Km. What could be done more Loving- 
ly ; or what greater Teſtimony. of Aﬀection could Fiction 
invent ? By what greater Argument could ſhe demonſtrate 
thatnothing was dearer to. her than her Husband ? Neither 
Scepter nor Crown, for the ſake of which, many Women 
abjure 
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abjure their Chaſtity, their Religion, all Veneration Divine 
and Human; it ſeparated from King H/i//iamrs Intereſts, 
which ſhe always prefer'd before her own. Oh ſingular 
Conjugal Fidelity ; O admirable Aﬀection, of a Queen, that 
never can be toohighly Applauded ! Infinite are the Exam- 
ples of this her wonderful and incredible AﬀeCtion toward 
the King, which we have not Language nor time ſufficient 
to Enumerate. 'However, one in the midſt of ſo much 
Plenty moſt Hluſtrious, muſt not beomitted. 

In the Eeighty fourth year of this Age, the Embaſſador 
of a certain King, not neceſſary here to be Nam'd, Plotted 
an unworthy Contrivance at the Hagze, and had Sollicited 
certam-of the Prince of Orarge's Attendants to Aſſociate 
with him ; which cdme toLight, ſo highly Incens'd a Prince, 
at other times ſo mild and gentle as to incur a Cenſure of 
being {low, that he could not difſemble Is Anger. The 
King recalld his Embaſſadour from the Hague, no doubt in- 
form'd of the Juſt reaſon of the Prince's Indignation againſt 
him. The Embaſſadour therefore, knowing that Kings and 
Prinees have long hands, was willing, before his departure, 
to reconcile himſelf to Prince H/iliam. To which purpoſe 
making his Addreſſes, and ſubmiffively, and with humble 
Proteſtations of his Innocency, and Deprecating his Offen- 
ces, the.moſt Mild of Princes Magnanimoully forgave him. 
But from Mary, by no Allegations, by no Expiations of 
Satisfation whatever, could he obtain his Pardon. Upon 
which, when it was admir'd that Mary ſhould! be fo impla- 
cable, when the Embaſſadour had done nothing agaialt Her, 
nor had injurd Her either in word or deed, when Hil 2, 
Juſtly offended had pardon'd the Delinquent, ſhe order'd 
this Anſwer to be made, That had the Crime beer committed 
avainſt her, ſhe wou!s z0t have been either ſevere, or intxorable ; 
but that ſbe could not forget au Aitemp: a2 ainji '1.r Husbnd, roy 
grant her Pardon jo eaſily to him, who had ſo highty 0//*nded 
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William. Who.can ſufficiently extol this Conjugal Fidelity, 
this unuſual Aﬀection of a Queen toward a Husband ? For 
my part, Lam not able to Admire it asT ought to do. 

Nor was the Queen belov*d with leſs Aﬀection by the King, 
than was the King belov*d by Her. There was no need of fall 
tag out to renew their Love ; but fuch was the Harmonious a- 
greement of their Minds and Counſels from: the firſt day-of 
their Auſpicious Marriage, that their Wills were ftill the 
ſame, whatever pleasd, whatever di{lik*d' the one, always 
diflik*d, {till pleas'd the other ; ſuchan Agreement of Opini- 
ons 1n all things, both private and publick, that tho in Per- 
ſons divided by long Intervals of diſtant :Leagues, yet by 
an unaccountable Sympathy, they were always-of one mind 
in all Aﬀairs moſt difficult, and of dubions Event, which 
would have puzled the moſt acute and experienced Politici- 
ans. $0 that they might be ſaid. to be Born under one Con- 
ſtellation, but rather that one Soul reſided in. two Bodies. 
And that you may not think Iſpeak & Fiction ;- behold an Ex- 
_ of a reall Harmony of Minds, almoſt beyond be- 

cf. | 

About three years ago, at what time the King arriv*d in 
Holland, Intelligence was ſent from no mean Hands, norfrom 
one place, to the King here preſent, to the Queen in Ex2/and 
then ſitting at the Helm, that the Frexch were fitting out 
a Navy, and that they intended, 1n a ſhort time,. to put to 
Sea, with a deſign to Land a conſiderable Army in Ezz1azd, 
and with all their Might, to endeavour the Reſtoration of 
King James to the Crown, that he himſelf had thrown away. 
The King conſidering the Danger, was in deep ſufpence 
for {ome time, whether he ſhould return back into /{z2 lang, 
or ſtay in the Low Countries, to cutb the Fury, and diſappoint 
the Counſels of the Enemy. The firſt was advis'd by many 
who were of the King's more ſecret Counſels in England, 
and not a few of the Ofhcers here about the King were of 
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the ſame Opinion. In this fame Commotion of his FluQtu- 
ating Thoughts, after an anxious dehiberation, the King at 
length decreed, That the Yachts that wafted him hither, 
ſhould be ſent back into Ez2/and ; but that the Men of War 
that guarded him, ſhould be fo diſpoſed of, that if need re- 
ired, he might be ſpeedily conveighd back into Exzplaxd : 
hither he alſo ſent word, that Forty of the Meri of War, 
with the Admiral, ſhould ſteer away toward the” Coaſt of 
France, with this Deſign, that if they found an Opportuni- 
ty; they ſhould burn all the Enemies Tranſport-Ships. Bur 
before the Yachts, and the Meſſenger who was ſent with the 
King's.Expreſles, arrivd in England, the Queens Letters were 
brought. hither tothe King, giving him an Account, That ſhe 
had ordered a Fleet FA Forty Men of War to ſail away for the 
Coaſt of France, and burn the Enemies Ships which were veport- 
cd to be deſjgn*d to infeſt the Engliſh Shoar. E 
. What. Symphony could produce a more harmonious 
Harmony of Notes, ;then'this of ;the Opinions ad. 'Coun- 
ſels,of the King andQueen; *when the one knew nothing 
of the others Mind. Infomuch. that ſimilitude of Man- 
ners and conſent of Minds not Fortune, feen*d to haye 
joynd.W3l:am,and. Mary together. This is thatttue Love 
that..:{o; conglutinates, and. knits, both Hearfs together, 
that nothing can; be -more cloſely join'd, [not to, be ſever 
by any, diſtance of 'Time or Place, and' conſtitutes ſuch a 
concord of Opinians that no force 1sable to dilſolve, Which 
who ſees not in the King and Queen, and being ſeen foes 
not admire, muſt needs be blind and ignorant of what 
is: to be. wondred at. Therefore in .all varieties.of, Times 
and Fortunes, the King-ftill found the greateſt ſafety in 
the Love , of che beſt of Queens. It was a Saying of the 
King before he thought of Marriage, to Charles the Se- 
cond's Embaſlador, at .a time when there happen'd an 
accidental diſcourſe about the. choice of Wives, that of all 
| _- 
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the Qualities to be ſought for in a Wife, .his firſt care ſhould 
be to find out the Bejt-Cond:itwn'd. And hethimſelf made 
himſelf the Maſter of his Wiſh ; for he could not have 
found a better Wife, had the Sun it ſelf, axcording the 
| Proverb, been to have ſought her our. | 
- But as the King met with his chief help. and 
aſſiſtance in the Queen's Love, ſo not only 'her SubjeQts, 
but all others for whom it was in her Power ' to do 
good found more than ordinary Succour in her boun- 
tiful Nature. She thought the Day loft, wherein ſhe had 
not an opportunity to do good to ſeveral. She meaſur'd her 
Felicity 1n that indulgent Height of Fortune by nothing 
more than by her Power to render others happy. Yer 
was ſhe not profuſe, nor did ſhe ſcatter her Benefits ptomif: 
cuouſly, without Judgment, or diligent Enquiry ; burgave 
plentifully, gave conſiderately, gave to fitting Objetts. She 
took .more Pleaſure, if ſhe had plac'd* her Charity right, 
than if Princes had heap'd. upon her {eff all manner of Be- 
nefits ; and more rejoyc't in beſtowinz, than they who 
wanted in receiving. She never forgot thoſe Benefits which 
ſhe reccivd from others, but ſtill recalling *em to Mind, 
never ſufferd to flip out of her Memory. What fhe 
beſtow*d upon others, ſhe ſcarce remember*d, as if ſhehad 
loſt her Memory. I wiſhT could find Words to ſet forth 
the flowing Liberality of the moſt Pious Queen, and were 
able ſo loudly to proclaim it, and in fuch Langu: ge, as 
that it. might be heard m all Places! Sparing' to herſelf, 
profuſe to the miſcrable 'and wanring, who  beliey*d 
that ſhe herſelf enjoy*d whar they receiv'd from her. How 
many experiencd the Bounty of her Munihcent and Libe- 
ral Hand, as well in Ez:lan4d as in G-rmi/ry, the Low-Coun- 
tries, Piedmont, but more cipecially the French Exiles, who 
rather choſe to loſe their Eftatzs, than to hazard the lofs of 
their Souls? And the Splendor of this Benevolence {hin'd 
torth 
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forth in Marys firſt comir+; into this Country. For the 
Prince of Orazee, fo ſoon 25 Mary becrme his Confort, Or= 
der*d fuch a ſum of Money to be pid her for the nece(- 
ſary Expences of her Apparc!, ard Princely Ornaments, What 
did the Divine Princeſs do with it at thoſe Years ? She did 
not ſtifle the Money inclote and dark Cheſts, nor did ſhe 
laviſh it out in gorgeous Attire, upon Pearls and Gemms,; 
which other Women far. d:jrant 'from her degree, are ſo 
mad after, that they never ce:fe' this Fury ti!l they have 
quite ruin'd their Husband*s Patrimonics ; But moderatz 
in herlayings out, contidering t-1e Grandcur of ker Fortuae, 
upon her Apparel and other C:nameuts which the Dignity 
of ſo great a Princeſs requir{d, 1{:1e int-oduc*d irto the Court 
Diligence, Frugality, Parſimony, Vertucs wait commonly 
unknown in Courts. 'ihe reſt of that {ae Allowance 
ſhe conſum'*d in relieving the difreſtes of torett and wor- 
thy People, who labourt'd under great Neem, not 
through their own Extravagancy, but reduck! theretc !y 
Misfortune, and the hardneſs of the 'Iimes. Mags 1706s 
Queen, fuperioar to all Applauſe | For who is able detcricd- 
ly to extol the Excelleacy of fo bountiful and Lencficent a 
Soul? Where is the Woman among Ten Thoufand that 
wou!d deprive herſelf of the Money allow*d her for fine 
Cloaths, and gaudy Ornaments, to bettow upon the poor 
and needy, while fo few are contented with wearing the 
ſpoils of tair Eſtates upon their Packs, and think all mi{- 
ſpent that is not waſted upon Vanity and Finery. But a- 
las ! to compare the Queen wuh other Women, 15 to do an 
Injury to her Divine Vertues, wherein ſhe cquall'd or £x- 
ceeded the Praiſes of the Greateſt Men. Nor did ſhe ex- 
pect or del:rcany other Fruit from this her Bounty, thag 
a Conſcience that told her ſhe jd well. She never vaunted 
her Charity, nor unputed it to Merit. Moit commonly 
the ſent her Charity by Perſons unknown, who were not 
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-rmitted to diſcover the Doner, that ſhe might not bur- 
den the Modeſty of the Receivers. So far was ſhe from 
ſecking the Favour of thoſe on-whom ſhe conferrid her Boun- 
ty, that ſhedenyd em the Hopes of returning thanks, when 
the greateſt part were ignorant who beſtow*d the unlook*d 
for Liberality. Arceſilaus is highly. applauded who laid a 
bag of Gold under the Pillow of his poor Friend, but coun- 
terteiting poverty all the while, that he might privately 
ſupply the want of one who was needleſly modeſt. Which 
Praiſes are not to be attributed to Mary ; who reliev©d not 
her Friends, but Forreigners and Strangers, whom ſhe ne. 
ver ſaw, whoſe Exigencies ſhe had only heard of, contrary 
to their Expettation, and unlookd for. Nor did ſhe open 
thoſe Fountains of Beneficenceonce or twice only, but con- 
ftantly and every Year, that ſhe might not be thought to 
give out of a ſudden heat, or through weakneſs, but upon 
mature Conſideration and Advice. She ſentfrom Exglayd 
certain Perſons, who diſtributed this ſame Tribute, if Imay 
fo call it, of her Liberality, and order*d fem to make a faith- 
ful Reportof the Condition of thoſe to whom {he decreed 
her Charity, that ſhe might enlarge her Bounty, if what 
ſhe had ſent did not ſuffice to allay the Troubles of their 
Exigency, The French Fugitives defpoild of all the Com- 
forts of Fortune, upon which Domeſtick Harpies had 
laid their Gripes, with what a plentiful Benignity ſhe 
cheriſh'd, both here and in England, they themſelves arc 
Witneſſes. An 1llaſtrious Widow dy*d, who was Married 
to a Prince in Germany. To him an Annual Penſion was 
owing and pay*d him out of the Common Treaſury of 
the States. Therefore that this Money might be convert. 
ed to the ſupport of the French, eſpecially of Noble Ladies 
and Gentlewomen, who Had forſaken their Country for 
the ſake of Religion, and had no way to get their Living, 
as having been bred up tenderly, and jatlte midſt of Afu- 
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_— home; was a favour for. which they are. beholden 
ſolely to the Queen: whoſe deſire of deſerving well from 
the Indigent, was never tyr'd. To the Savoyards and 
V auaois, of the Reform*d Religion, exhauſted by long wan- 
drings from Place to Place, by Hunger and Miſery, when 
they return'd again to their . Native Habitations, ſhe or- 
derd a Sum of Money to be ſent for the ſupport of four- 
reew Miniſters, as many Readers, and as many neceſlitaus 
Laymen. Nor was the moſt bountiful Queen leſs compaſſi» 
onate upon the Seamen, who naked, ſtript, and wounded, 
ſwam trom- the ſunk Veſſels, which the Enemy burnt. As 
many as went to Loxdon, and they were not a few, were 
cloarhed by the Queens Command, and furniſh'd with Mo» 
ney to ſupply their neceſſities. She took care alſo all along 
the Shores of Kent and Suſſex, that the Wounded ſhould 
be taken in, diligently look*d after, cur'd and kindly us'd. 
To the Widows and Children of the Slain, ſhe diſpers*d her 
bounty even 1n this Land, thattheir Loſſes might be repair'd 
andtheir Sorrows allay*d. Laſtly, im all parts of Exgland 
and Holland ſhe imprinted innumerable Marks of her Roy- 
al Munificence and Charity. 

Nor was ſhe leſs a Peculiar Specimen of Clemency. than 
Liberality. She rather choſe to forget than revenge Injuries. 
For ſhe remember*d, that the One was the CharaRter of the 
fordid Vulgar ; the Other, of thoſe who excel Other Mor- 
tals in Vertue and Magnanimity. Nor was ſhe inferiour for 
the Commendations of Juſtice ro any of the Areopagites. She 
allowed nothing to Favour, 'nothing to Hatred, No body ſuf- 
fer'd Panifhment or Fine, who was not more gently us'd 
than he could think or hopetor, had the Law been rigorouſ- 
ly Executed. 

Honour was beſtow*d on no Man, but the Reward far ex- 
ceeded the Merits. What her Innocency and Temperance 
was in the midſt of ſomuch wealth, your ſelves cannot beig- 
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norant, who know how pious ſhe vvas; Nor have Iany 
thing to add as to her Chaſtzty, vyhen you have heard how 
entirely ſhe Lovd the K/ng. She could not endure a wartos 
word, nor the ſight of a Woman who was reported or ſuf- 
pected to have violated her modeſty. Her Womens Apart- 
ment was a kind of Temple of Chaſtity, Integrity and Santttty. 
The Afability of MART, born and bred up in a Court, 
all people admir*d, more eſpecially the Dutch, when firſt 
ſhe came into Holland, Before they underitood her, many 
fear'd an Imperiows Miſtreſs, and the ſwelling Difdain of thoic 
Courts, where the Name of Civility is either unheard of, or 
hated. In her Dreſs, her Dyet, her Royal Ornaments, i her 
Converſe, in her making and repaying of Viſits, ſhe hardly 
exceeded Common Familiarity. How eaſy of acceſs to all 
Perſons, and at all Hours when ſhe was at Leiſare from Di- 
vine Worſhip, or the Adminiſtration of the Government. For 
tho ſhe ſpent her leifure hours 1n reading either H:/tory or 
Geo raphy, wherein ſhe was ſo expert, that no man knew fo 
well his own Lands and Houſe, as ſhe underitood the Na- 
ture of Countries, Iſlands, K jnz2doms, Citys, Rivers, Mountains, 
and themanners, Religion and Laws of the Inhabitants, ſo 
that in this ſort of Polite Learning nothing could be more 
Elegant, or accompliſh d then ary, yet was not the Pleaſure 
which ſhe took in reading fo great, as to detain her irom giv- 
ing audiences to all perſons at any leiſure time, What Bur- 
gomaſter or Mayor of a Town could be ecalier of acceſs, or 
more freely ſpoken fo, then this Princeſs to Hollazders and 
Engliſh ? Her affability and feet Delivery, wherewith ſhe Sea- 
for'd all her Vertnes, exceed belief. As ſhe excelFd all in Ma- 
jelty, ſo ſhe fufferd none to outdo her in Humanity, - I will 
give you one rare Example of her extraordinary affability 
and goodnels. An Embaſſador of a great Prince, after he had 
paid Iis Duty to Mary at the Haewe, retiring out of the 
Chamber, lett he ſhou!d turn his Back to the Princeſs, went 
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backward, ftoppmg and howing two or three times. By 
* Chance it happend, that after he had bow*d a fecond time, 
ſtill retreating backward, his Periwio caught hold of a Branch 
that hunz ia th: room, which cither he had not ſeen, or elſe 
had forgot, and pulling it off diſcover*d his Bald Head. The 
Embaſſadour bluſh#d, and the Ladys and Maids of Honour 
could not forbear Laughing ; onely the Princeſs did not ſo 
much as {mile but kept her Countenance with the ſame Gra- 
vity, as when ſhe heard the Embaſſadour's Addreſs. After the 
Embaſſadour was gone, one of the Ladys who was greatly 
in her favour, admiring the Reſervedyeſs q the Pri upon 
{ach a Jocular accident, made boldto ask her, how ſhe could 
hold laughing ? To whom the Princeſs, 1 ſhould have done 
the Embaſſatdour an Tnjury, ſaid ſhe, ſhould T by an tenſeaſonable 
fit of Laughter, added to the ſhame and trouble of a Perſon who 
was in Confuſion aud Perplexity enough at what had unhappily, 
#nd through no fault of his befall* Fw : No,' Madam, that 
had been - ill done, and againſt wy Duty, Wwhthis Serenity 
of Aſpett, and ſweetneſs of her-Countenance all people who! 
vere admitted to the Queen were fo mov*d, that they could 
not think they beheMd a Queen, but ſome certain Goddeſs be- 
neficent and propitious to mankind..” A ſingular Gravity ac- 
company*d this Divine Gocdneſs, after a wonderful manner 
intermixing Majeſty and Familiarity tog=ther* Add torliis, 
the Graces of her Countenance, the Screnity of her Afpett, the 
Sparkling and Chearfulneſs of her Eyes, and indeed the Ma- 
jetty of her whoke Body. No body could behold her who: 
was not ſtrook with ſo many Excellenct?2s; No wonder: 
then that ſo many Ornaments both of Body ahd Mind, 
ſhould Beget ſo much Love and Admiration, and love in the. 
minds of all People, in fo much that - ſhe was belovid, and 
worſhipt like a Goddeſs ſent down from Heaven toenlighten 
this Age, and procure the ſafery of fo many People, and ge- 
nezally after her Death defir'd and bewaild. 
I1 Now 
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Now as ſhe was always like her ſelf, through the. whole *? 
Courſe of her Life, ſo neither did ſhe _ from her ſelf at \ 
her death. The manner of her moſt pious and conſtant 
End, apparently anſwer*d, the moſt Holy Purpoſe of her 
wholeLife.As againſt all other fears,ſo againſt the molt terrible 
of all Terrours her Courage was Invincible, neither the cruel- 
ty of the Difeaſe, nor the unluck g—_— of Death in the 
Flouriſh of her Age, in the midſt of fo many ſoothing Plea- 
ſures of this Life, could prevail with the Queen, to ſhew the 
leaſt ſign of ſadneſs. On the other (ide, when ſhe heard and 
was ſenſible of being calld away, many and moſt Uiuſtrious 
were the ſigns of her undaunted departing from this Station 
of Life. : When the: Right Reverend Arch-Biſhop of Caz- 
rerbury, ſent for forme few days before ſhe expir{d, gave her 
to underſtand the certain Approach of Death, that ſhe was to 
prepare for the Journey which all Mortals early or later are 
to take, placidly, without any ſign of a ſick Mind, though. 
extreamly wealkned in Body by the Force of the Diſeaſe, the 
made Anſwer, That that was not the firſt Day of her Learning 
to prepare for Death , for that ſhe had ſerv/d God during the 
whole Courſe of her Life. Afaying truly worthy of ſo great 
a Queen, worthy the Remembrance of all. 4zes. She had 
learnt, that then we begin to live when we die. We die as 
ſoon as born ; every day {omething is imperceptibly cropt 
from our Lives, till by degrees rhe whole belopt away. And 
that this moſt pious Queen neither deceivd her ſelf, nor the 
Archbiſhop, is apparent from that memorable ſaying of hers 
about ſix years before her faral day, when - ſbe ſateby the Bea- 
{ide of - a Noble Perjon's Wife, whom ſhe highly Loved, and 
valued, to confirm aud comfort her, then drawing her laſt 
breath. They whowere preſent delirid her, that ſhe woull 
turn away her Eyes from the Expiring Lady. But the 
Qua rciusd, ſaying withal, That it rarely fell out for Perſons 
of her Rank and Quality to ſee ſuch a Spectacle as now was offer- 
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ed ber by the ny Favour of Heavey, to make Advantage of 
it in better unaerſt anding the Vanity of our Life. What ad. 
vantage ſhe made of it, the concluſion of her Days ſuffici- 
ently taught us. After this ſhe fed her Soul with the Cce- 
leſtial Food of the Body and Blood of Chriſt, with a deep 
ſence of the Pains which our Redeemer Suffered for us. Re- 
freſfd with this Sacred Banquet, ſhe caſt away all Further 
Careof Earthly Afﬀairs, that ſhe might think upon nothing 
elſe but of Enjoying God, when freed from her Corporeal 
Impriſopment; that God, whom upon Earth ſhe had {o fer- 
vently lov'd, and fo purely Worſhipt. She bid the King 
farewel in theſe words, which are utterd by me in Latin; for 
you do not hear what ſhe could ſay, but what ſhe ſaid; I ave 
the Earth : Tl ope, dear King, you never miſtruſted my Fideli= 
ty and Love, Moderate your Grief. I wiſh that with the. 
j Foy that I depart, with the ſame eaſineſs you may ſet bounds. 
fo your ſorrow. ' Soon after the Divine MARY expir'd in the. 
Hands and Embraces of the King, who never left her, .nor 
ſtird out of her Chamber Day orNight,whilſt ſhe lay labou= 
ring under three moſt cruel Diſcaſes,the Small- Pox, an Eryſipe- 
las and a Peſtilential Fewer, cither of which was enough to 
have carried off the ſtrongeit of Men. 
- ?Tis better to paſs over in ſilence the Grief. that oyer- 
whelm'd the King, than to ſpend tune and words in vain. 
For words cannot” be found, that can in any meaſure expreſs 
the Vaſtneſs of his Grief. Such was always, and fo great 
the Reſolution of the moit Couragious King, and ſuch his 
Fortitude, that tho allaiPd with Angry fortune's utmoſt Fury, 
he never could be mov*d, never fuccumb'd, but bore his Ad- 
verſity with an Elevated mind. Never any Man, what- 
cver wer2the madnels of Raging Diſaſter, could perceive 
any chatige-of Countena:ce ig the King. But this fame 
Grief he was not able to withitand, /"anquifh®d by the Force 
of his "Love and Loſs; as having loſt the molt certain and 
| faiths

faithful Componion of his Fortune, of his 'Counſels,, his 
Cares, his Labours, and his Thoughts ; who far exceeded 
all the Excelicncies of the Female Sex, that hardly the Ver- 
tue of any Woman, in any Age, can be compar'd to hers. 
For that reaſon perhaps it was that Heaven deny*d her Off- 
ſpring, leſt ſhe ſhould brizg forth s worſe thax her ſelf and ber 
Husband, ſeetng Nature could go no further. | | 
No wonder then that Tnvincible Reſolution, that undaunt- 
ed, yet ſedate Courage of William, in all the Rudeſt Tem- 
peſts of this Liſe, was ſo deeply ſtruck ayd ſhaken withthis 
Thunder-Bolt. For he now mulles the only Beſt and Wiſeſt 
of Queens, when'lie moſt needed her, and might have reap'd, 
infinite Advantages from her Fidelity, Prudence and Aſſiſt 
ance in Governing wiſely at Home, while : he perfornyd 
Wonders abroad. There's no man fo Iron-hearted, but muſt 
be ſenſible of the Extremity of Pain, when the One hatf of his 
Soul is ſever'q from him, by ſo violent a ſtroke. - "Wh 
* However, we doubt not, but the King, out of his incredi. 
ble Wiſdom, tho his Grief can never be exhauſted, will re- 
colle&t himſelf, and re-call his Mind from the Bitterneſs of 
his Grief; to accompliſh what he has ſo proſperouſly begun, 
that Work, which turns the Eyes of all Exrope upon him, 
on whom the Fate of it depends : To the End that by his 
Condutt and Counſel, Eaſe, 'Tranquility- and Security may 
be reſtor d toſo faira Portion of the Mabirable World ; and 
Peace ſo ſettI'd, that not only Arms may be laid dewn, but 
with thoſe Arms all fear of taking 'em up again. 
' Wherefore as all men unmcaſurably Grieve for the Death 
of theQueen, as being a Wound by which all ſuffer ; ſonow 
again all Pray for the Saiety and Preſervation of the King ;

Mary was; The Flowcr of Queens was once ;, the Ornament 
of the Age, the Love of the People, the Delight of the World, 
the Granary of the Poor, the Altar of the miſerable, 'Thoa, 
beſt and Greatgit of Queens haſt lo!t nothing, who Reapelt 
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now Eternal Beatitude, the Fruit of a Life ſo Piouſly, fo 
Chaſtly, ſo Prudently Led, exempt from all the Cares and 
Troubles wherewith we miſerable Wretches are toſs'd by 
Storms and Waves of theſe wicked times. 

The King has loſt the Alleviation of his Cares, the Orna- 
ment of the People in Proſperity, their Aid in Adverſity; and 
all good Men their main Tower of Defence. 

Thou Departedit this Life in the Flower of thy Age ; but 
what remorſeleſs Death has abſtratted from the Number of 
thy Years, men will add as much and more to the Eternal 
Glory, Fame and Remembrance of thy Name. That was 
not to be ſaid thy Life which thou ledſt in the Chains of 
thy Mortal Body ; but is to be call'd thy Life which thou 
art to Live, immortal inthe Hearts and Minds of all People, 
who will always burn with Love and Admiration of thy 
Vertues. Thou haſt no reaſon to grieve, that thou didſt not 
bleſs the King with Off-ſpring, the only thing which many 
thought was wanting to compleat thy happineſs on Earth ; 
and which indeed is a more than ordinary Grief, both to the 
King and us. For as of old, when Epaminondas was upbraided 
with want of Iſſue,he boaſted,that he left a Daughter behind 
him, meaning the Battle of Lea&ra, which would not only 
ſurvive him, but be Immortal; ſo thou,moſt Blefled MARY, 
the Mother of ſo many Kingdoms and People, the Mother 
of the Oppreſſed, the Mother of the Poor and Needy, wilt 
leave behind thee ſo many Daughters that will never Dye, 
the Eternal Encomiums and Sempiternal Glory of thy Good- 
neſs, Beneficence, Charity, Clemency, Mildneſs, and the 
reſt of thy other moſt lovely Vertues, which will hve im- 
mortal in the Remembrance of all Poſterity. This Life will 
prolong thy Conſecrated Memory toafter Ages. Nor Marble 
Mauſoleum, nor Golden Urn (hall hide thee ; Thy Tomb ſhall 
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mentations, intermix'd with Tears and Sobs, among 

: ſo Great and fo many Provocations to Grief, that 
am to be a SpeCtacle of Mourning to yee all (-o/t 

Sorrowful Aſſembly of all Degrees and Orders ) or whether I 
ſhould let looſe my Tongue, Speechlefs almoſt, and motion- 
leſs, through the bitterneſs of my Anguiſh, into articulate 
Words, tho interrupted with frequent Thcobs, aſtoniſhr and! 
torfakcn by my Senſes, I was long time conſidering. No 
man caq bcleve that a Flood of Eloguence ſhould flow from 


bis Mouth whoſe Eyes are blubber'd, Checks are _— 
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with Torrents of Water continually ſtreaming, while we 
bewail the Funeral of this Day. Theſe Walls deformed with 
aſtly and unuſual Accoutrements ; this very Pulpit reſem- 
ling a Scaffold prepar d for ſome ſad Execution, the alteration 
of our Senators Meeds, every Order in Sable, and the Muſes 
in Black, the Enſizns of Maziſtlracy revers'd, our Citizens with 
dejetfed Looks, every where a profound Sijence, every where 
dropping Eyes and delug'd Cheeks more liveiily and for- 
cibly mb even without an. Interpreter, the_Grief un- 
ſpeakable, beyond what Imagination'cen Comprehenc!, and 
ſo ponderous upon'the Hearts of alt Men; then it.js_ in the 
Power of Human Utterance to do, tho every particular 
Member of the Body were turn'd into Tongues, and re- 
ſounded forth ſeveral Mones and Lamentations. Mult The 
the Perion, I who firſt in this. dame Scjzool, in a Publick 
Speech congratuiated not ſo much the Royal Erſi2n5 of King- 
doms-offer'd to William and Mary, ty'd together in an Afſo- 
ciation rarely known (Oh that it had been Eternal ) 
Two the Choicelt Boons of Heaven beſtow*d on the Bri- 
tannick World, and the two Tutelr Namens upon Eartly of 
the Univerſal Church: Muſt I be the firſt, bound by the 
Sacred Tye of Duty to thole who in their owz R72ht have 
Authority to Command, after they had once ordain'd this ſo- 
lemn Day, wherein No Body counterfeits Grief, that am ob- 
lig'd to perform the Office of a Herald of Death; to Pro- 
claim the Death of Britanmic Mary. It was unanimouſly 
agreed then, Conſcript Fathers, the B/# of Qneens is gone ; 
in which one word all things are comprehended : Not in the 
ſenſe of the Lacedemonians, who at the Funerals of their Kings, 
always calPd the Laſt the Beff : Nor as Nero ſtiPd his Poppes, 
the Genius o the City, which was the Sirname of the Beſt 
Emperors ; but She 15 gone, who, by the General Voice of 
all People, ſo deſerv'drhe Appellation of B E ST, that while 
it remains the allow'd Glory of Kings and Queens in this 
World, can never be aſcrib'd to any other by the ſame Un:- 
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werſal Conſent of Mankind. The moſt Eplendid, and moft 
Benign Conſtellation ( if ever any other enlightn'd and ſhed 
down its Influences upon Earth) of Brit=iz 1s ſet; the Con- 
ſtellation of the United Be/21an States is ſet, but in an Eter- 
na] and Gloomy Night, only now to refreſh both Nations: 
with the foie ithadow of her Name. MART # fet, like 
that Star which cauſes the viciſſitudes of Day and Night, 
returning from whence firſt of all She roſe. And in this 
Common, tho far diflerent loſs of all men, WILLIAM 
bewails more than the one Half of his Soul :: The Court, as 
it were grown decrepit with Age, bewails their Delight : 
The Kzzeaoms bewail an Empreſs hardly ſhewn to'em, yet.

hey that were ſtrip: of alltheir Fortunes, their Liberal Re- 
liever :. The. Miſrable, the: Afſwager of their Calamities:. 
The. Orprc/s'4, their. certain Conſolation ; The Barrſ}a, their 
pot: ta be violated Sanctuary :: T he Sors of Peace, their Irene 
truly {acal!l'd: Laſily, A Ages, all Oraers, all Nations, who 
ever they are that in the higheſt Station of Human At- 
furs, reverence Vertue ard Piery, mils their m20/f Sacred, and 
moſt United Head. And whoamong us 1s not deeply affect-. 
cd and pcerced to the Heart, in beltoiding the Mournful ſight 
of ane {ingle 3/ TC LIAM, that molt invincible Hera, re- 
ſembling ſome One of thoſe mott Valiant Captains, who be- 
ing opprelt by ſome /udaer Aſtoziſpment, ſtand Speechleſs for 
a while ; at lea(t bewailing the Companion of his Counſels and 
his Labours, is Delights and Royal Functions ſnatcld from , 
B any 
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an unexpeted Fate? Of that WIL LIAM, who was never 
puft up with Proſperity, nor broken by Adrertity, who 
terrifd by no dangers, nor ditmaid at any Terrible Accident ; 
as if his Breaſt were enviro#'d with a Threefo!d Corſlt of Brafs, 
or that he carry*'d not an Iron but an Adamantine Hears ; 
now wounded beyond the Aid of Cure, cannor refrain from 
Tears and 'Throbs; as not being wounded or pierced 
through by any Bullet of his Enemy, but by a Force {urpaſ- 
ſing Human, God Himſelf (which betel the moit Holy Men) 
thus wreſtling with our Hero in a Dark and Bitter Night, 
till at length the Supream Creator of all things rent away t/e 
Rib that ituck to his Royal Side ; not when he was aſlcep, 
23S in that Fabrick of Eve, but when he was awake and 
watching o're the Publick Satety. And this was a Pain, 
which the Firſt of Husbands, in Primitive Felicity was not 
able cope with. Yet does he not fink under fo much Grief; 
nor does the Greateſt of Hero's retuſe to ſubmit his Equal 
Courage to the Arbiter of Lite and Death io cruelly afflicting 
his Royal Bowels. So neither would it become us, who ought, 
in imitation of fo Great a King, to lift up our telves to him 
by whom all Human Affairs are govern'd with a Nod, this 
ſad and unfortunate Day, to folemnize the Royal Exequies 
with Female Lamentations or the hir'd Howlings of the A n- 
cient Prefice, which the Law oft the Twelve "Tables forbid 
the Roman Matrons, or to fill the Market, Public Streets, the 
Temples and Tribunals with hideous Clamours. For nei- 
ther Brea/ts diſtended with vain Sighs, nor Counterairoes com» 
poſed. to fadnels, nor the warm {treams of Tears {ti}] guſhe 
ing from our Eyes, will afford any alleviacion to our aMict- 
ed Minds ; theſe being many times vain Shews and Oftenta- 
tion of Sorrow, which the Bitternels and Sclemnity of our 
Preſent Calamity abhors above what 1z 1s poſible to ima- 
gine. What thea? Shall we iuppreſs and hide our Grief, un- 
til we turn into Noibes and Stones ; ſhall we make: known 
our deeply conceiv'd Sorrow to'our Feliow Citizens, to the 
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People, to ſucceeding Poſterity by no Demonſtrations of Pre- 
ty, by no long laſting Monument ? For Rowe, the Miſtreſs 
of the World decreed to the Women in High Stations, at- 
ter their deceaſes, noleſs then to the Soveaign Emperors, be= 
ſides Divine Honours, and the Vows of Sacrilegious Piety, 
Funeral Encomwms alſo, fuch as were made with Solemn 
Pomp, and in publick Commemoretion of their Vertue; up- 
on Anguſl ts's Livia, Nero's Poppea,Hadrian's Sabina, Antoninus 
Pinss Fauſtiaa,and Severnss Julia Domna.But for the molt part 
theſe things were fo carried by the controul of thoſe that Go- 
verind, or according to the prevailing Manners of a looſe 
Court and a difſolute People, that the Diſhonours and Dif- 
graces of their Sex were Confecrated to Immortality under 
the Names Juno's, Venus's and Mothers of the Gods, With 
the ſame Confidence and Lult of Flattery, did the Princes 
that ſucceeded extol the Father's Praiſe : The Tables tranſ- 
mit to Eternity the Clemency and Moderation of T iberizs, 
the Prudence of Claudirs, the Patience of Hazrian, the In- 
dulgence of Caraca/la, the Noble Acts of Commoazs, as if 
they had been born to cternize the Roman Name. Oh ! 
how different is the Reaſon of this Days moſt Religions Solem- 
nity, by which the whole World is made a -Witne!s of Ba- 
tavian Picty | How far different are thete Parentals, truly 
Juſt, the ſign of Loveand Judgment, which the' Fathers of 
this Republick and Academy have by a Soiemn Decree, and 
with redoubPd Honour,decreed to MART the 4 UG UST. 
imitating the Picty of Octaw:izs Calar, who alcr:bed that Ho- 
nour to his Sitter Ofvia, a Renowned Woman, that the 
Emperor himſelf, in the J:/zan Temple, and Druſzs in the 
Fublick Place of Judicature, in Mourning Vettments del:- 
ver'd themicives in Prailc of the Deceagd. How far that 
Commendation of this Queen is from Tdolarry, moſt Noble 
Augitors, or irom whatever vain Ambirioa is uſually wont 
iallaciouliy to forge, I leave to you; the Commendation cf 


a Queen, whoſe Divine Genius; Pure 4n& Chair Vertue and 


Im. 
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Immortal Glory, all People, Subjefts and Confederates, Do- 
meſticks and Foraigners, they who reverence Vertue in an 
Enemy, withequal conſent of Mind and Voice, admire and 
extol to the Skies. Nay, the Facws's of Flatteries, and all 
criſp'd and cur'd Orations would as much diſtonour Her Sa- 
cred MANES, as not only the Bitterneſs of our Sorrow 
forbids the praQtice of ſuch Deluſions, in commanding us to 
lay aſide all Gazety of Ornament, but She Herſelf, who when 
alive and breathing, but ſparingly admitted moderate Praiſes; 
and not only expelPd from her Royal Preſence all Adultera- 
ted Beauties, all Diſſimulation and Sycophantizing Language, 
all Feigned Acclamations, the very Peſts of the Court and 
Mothers of Nero, but was always wont to call *etm the 
Afﬀronts of Majeſty. For my part, Fathers, Collegiates, Citt- 
zens and Strangers, in this condition of my dejected Mind, 
I ſhall be fo far from all Aſſeztation, or ſuſpicion of Immo- 
derete Praiſe as my Oration 1s diſtant from neceſſity.

Mortal Empire, which the Erhiopians decreed to Majeſty of 
Form, but alſo of Eternity of Reign, it any ſuch thing 
might be granted upon Earth. - Her Ccaleſtial Courage, her 
"Lofty Mind, Her Wit that penetrated the molt hidden Re- 
ceſſes, Her Judgment certain and unacquainted with Miltake, 
Her inexhauſtible Thirſt of Reading, the incredible Trea- 
ſure of Her Memory, Her Heroick Genius, all theſe were 
depoſited in a Royal Domicil or rather "Temple, rear'd by 
the fame Architett as the Univerſe. There was eminently 
"to be ſeen in her Words, in her Aſpect, in her Habit, in 
her Eyes, in the Poſture and Carriage of her Body, unaf- 
feed Sincerity, Fidelity, Candor, and whatever elie could 
procure Love and Reverence. Beſides the Gracefulneſs of 
her Delivery, the Accompliſh'd underſtanding of three Lan- 

uages, and her Knowledge of things Divine and Human, 
The was adorn'd to perfection with harmleſs and Chaſt Man- 
ners, which no Impurities could defile, no envenom'd Breath, 
no Peſtiferous Gales, the Familiar Contagion of Courts, 
could ever infett. Her pure and ſpotleſs Mind might rather 
be broken, like Chryſtal Glaſſes crackt by the Infuſion of 
Poyſon, then endure what was not accompany'd with Ver- 
tue and Honeſty, or ſome publick or private benefit. So 
that whatever moſt uſually puffs up with Arrogance, or 
corrupts with Stomachtul Pride, a Sex moſt covetous of Rule: 
What makes others {well and look down upon their Inferiors 
with Contempt, as Nobility of Extrattion, Beauty, Wit and 
Wealth, like Boxes glittering without with Gold and Gems, 
but within incloſing Arſenick,fuch as have more of Aloesthen 
Honey, all theſe Blemiſhes of her Sex, ſhe was a Princeſs 


who 
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who from her Infancy deteſted. So that ſhe whom the Su- 
— Parent of Nature had rendred every way perfect and 
ortunate, bewailing only this one thing, that ſhe was better 
then her Father ; ſhe, when but a Child, was never obſerv'd 
to {well, or abate of her uſual Aﬀability, Mildnefs, Eaſineſs to 
give admiſſion, or of the humble Opinion ſhe had always of 
her ſelf. And as much as there was in her Countenance of 
ingenuous and Royal Erubeſcency, ſo much was there in her 
Heart, of Baſhful Modeſty; by which means Majeſty was 
always ſeaſon'd with Benignity, Gravity with Cheertulneſs, 
Clemency with Severity. And as many as were admitted 
to the Preſence and Ear of ſo Great a Princeſs, knew =—y 
were to undergo a perpetual combat with her Modeſty, ſo 
that they muſt be forc'd to ſubmit their diſcourſes to this 
ſame Modeſty, or elſe to be ſilent altogether. 

Conſcript Fathers, 1 ſpeak thoſe things which are vulgar- 
ly known,chiefly aiming at this,that no man ſhould believe, ſo 
many and ſuch great Endowments of Mind weretranſmitted 
into MAR T with the Blood of the Father and Mother ; 
which were the only Workmanſhip of God, who would 
only vouchſafe by this to ſhew how far he could accompliſh 
Nature, and this I boldly and confidently aver. For in the 
moſt Corrupt times of King Charles and King James's Courts, 
when Popery adventured not only to creep in privately, 
but pulling off her Vizor, to ruſh in with open torce ; when 
Religion was a Cloak for Fraudulent Artifices; when Effe- 
minate Arts, Diſſolute Clemency, Undecent Practices and 
Wanton Paitimes were the Delights of the Court, and Flexi- 
ble Youth was led away by the Princes as they pleaſed 
themſelves; it came to paſs, not without the Aſſiſtance of 
God himſelf, that all this while MART and ANN, under 
the tuition of Noble Matrons, and other Exquiſite and Pi- 
ous Inſtructors, as formerly the two Siſters P#lcheria and 
Arcadia the Daughters of Eudoxia, by the Order of Charles IT, 
were kept to a {ſtrict Diſcipline.

nicivus to the Republick, and ſuſpefed of her Hw- band's 
Death. And whitever Sempronius Gracchns and Cains Ce 
ſar boaſt of their Cornelia's, M. Antonius of his OFavig, 
Druſus ot his Antonia, Germanicus of Agrippina, or Trajar 
of his Plotinaz, Waatever the Britiſh Hiſtory vaunts of 
Marcia Proba, the Wile of Guitheline ; of Maud the Goed, 
Wife of Herry the Fiſt 5 of Joan Beaufort Marry 'd ro Fames 
the Fi:lt, King of Scotiand 5 of Eleanore of Caſtile, the Wife 
of Edward the Firſt; Philippa of Hainault Marry'd to Ed.

Bur as #n this Mortal life, no Man can hope for perfeR 
Happineſs, and for that Muman Aﬀairs are many times the 
Sport of Human Wifdom, fo this one thing was wanting 
to our Incomparable QUEENS; I mean the Appellation 
of Mother . Mother of the World, Mother: of the Gods, 
Mother of Kingdoms. God ſo providing, becauſe he ne- 
ver perpetuates his choiceft Bleffings to the World. Then, 
left f WILLIAM and MARY, two Miracles of Na- 
ture and Grace had had Ifue between 'tm, cicher the Off- 
ſpring might have degenerated from fo great Parenrs, and 
have ecclips'd their Glory: Or had they filld up the 
Meajure of ſo great Names, they would have exceeded the

for her SanCtity to the Gods. But whatever Religion has 
inſpir'd into the moſt Holy Women, for whom Publick 
Prayers have been put up, as for the SAFETY and SE- 
CURITY of the REPUBLICK, and for whom Pub. 
lick Anniverſaries have been Solemniz?d by all the Eaſt, 
ſuch as Helena, Pulcheria and Elia Flaccitle; yet that all 
thoſe Mixtures of Humility and Superſtition, Magnify'd by the 
Othicious Failings of Human Intereſt ever came near the Coy- 
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ſpicewons San#ity of our HEROESS, teither Friend no 
Fac will betray his Judgment ſo far as to believe. What 
Queen like Her, with equs] Ardour and AfeQzon, was ever 
ſo Aſſiduoys in her private Converſations with God, to whom:

Tears ? Importuning Heaven with ber wolt fervent Pray- 
ans, as well far the Deſpair'd of Converſion of ber Father, 28 
far the Preſervation of her Husband, her Kingdoms, Ar- 
wies, the Confederate Cauſe, and the many Calamities. 
which the Church groan vader > More eſpecially, how 
fervently did our Queen implore the moſt Merciful Dei> 
ty, with deep-ferchd Sighs, powerfully to avert fromthe 
Sacred: Head of her Royal Hutband, on which the Welfare 
of All depended, fo many Dangers by Sea and Land, fo. 

Darts contorted againſt it 3 fo many Machinations. 
and Ambuſhes of malicious Confpiracy, ſ@ many Bloody 
Right Hands of Hird. Aſſiſſuuates 2 Who fo enter" the 

le of God, as one that only intended Adors/jon,. 
caſting out cf' her Ryyet Chappel' the quavering Singers and 
Fidlers, admitted. weerly to tickle the Ears 5. accultum'd als 
ways te compoſe hec Mind, and not her Looks or Hair 
moderate in her Dreſs, ſparing in her Train, but eager aud 
hutable ire ber Attention > Who, when ever fhe eme:'d the 
Ehurth-doors, or happen'd to ſneeze in the time of Di. 
vine Service, impaticatly brook'd the Bowmngs and Crin- 
ges of the Sycophant Groud 3 profeſling. 7het ir the Howſe 
-# God, the diftinilion nas the ſame of Mucaneft and Highe# 
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from the moſt Infinite Majeſty. What other Princeſs, in 
the very Impriſonments of Life and Auguſt Glory, in 
the ſlippery Station of ſoothing Age, Beauty and So. 
veraign Power, in the midſt of ſo many good Wiſhes 
and Adorations, was ever obſerv'd to exalt her Mind 
fo ſublimely, yet ſo humbly to Heaven, as if ſhe co+ 
veted every Day the Preſence of her Soul in Bliſi 5 who 
thought every _ loſt, that was not ſpent according to 
the Precepts of Chriſt? Who trampl'd with contempt 
upon what was Frantent and Mortal, as Thrones, Scep- 
ters, Palaces, Crowns, Diadems, Robes of Dignity, Pur- 
ple Trains, and whatever elſe ſhe knew to be only: 
deceitful Shew 2 But as once Mecenes (aid, Nobly, 
to. Auguſivs Ceſar, That he would never dye more Im- 
mortal, then when he call'd to mind every Day thet be 
wes Mortal, through an equal neceſlity of being born: 
and dying 3. ſo was this the frequent, if wot daily Medi- 
ration x4 our Auguſt Queen, So that, #s it were fore- 
ſeeing her approaching Mortality, conſcious to- her ſelf: 
that the Laws cf Fate never regarded Youthful Years, 
nor Majeſty of Thrones, nor the Powp of numerone: 
Goerds, nor ſurrounding Attendance, nor the good 
Wiſhes of Men 4 She, a rare Example, mov'd by the: 
untimely Death of ſeveral IPuftrioue Women in ber Gourt,. 
thought it-high time more familiarly # evnverſe with- 
Death, and meditate upon Eternity, And that ſhe mighe 
always have bim in her Eye, befides the ſacred Boaks 
which ſhe turnd over more frequemly then ever 
Alexander: did Homer's lliads s (he apyly'd her ſelf tos 
other Books no. leſs familiar to her, which taught the 
Art of Dying well, more eſpecially the Treatiſe upon 
that Subj: of Charles Drelincoure, which ſhe confeſs'd 
to his Son, then one of ter Phyſicians, #het ſhe had 
read. above ſeven times over. So that it APR 
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of this Auguſt Queen, what Theophilus Alexandrinus 
is reported to have admir'd upon his Death bed in the 
Great Ar/enins, who embrac'd a ſolitary Life in Fgypr, 
weary'd out with the Honours of Theodvfins's Court, 


Hazpy Thon, who didfi always ſet this laſt Hour before 
thy Eyes. 


This being the Temper and Diſpoſition of Mary's 
Mind, and the SanQtity of her Life, how Great may 
you think was her Defire to reform what ſhe found 
to be corrupt and depravd in the Manners of the 
Times, through the Licentiouſneſs of the former Reigns ? 
The lollicitous and penfive Queen recall'd to her Mind 
the late Royal Court and the Nation it ſelf, ſoftend and 
effeminated by the Delights of the Climate and the 
Soil,”- and the Temptations of Sin freed from the Fear 
of Puniſhment 5 when all People wanton'd in Plenty, 
Eaſe,” Luxury, Play, Balls, and Vitellian Waſtings of 
the Night, ſo that the Nerves of all manner of Vertue 
ſeem'd to be ſhrunk up. She obſerv'd there was no 
Piety, but what was either in the Looks or outward Ha- 
bit : Manners everywhere diſhonour'd 3 the Publick 
Churches adorn'd like Scenes; Burthens converted fre- 
_ into Honours, and Incumbent Duties made bene- 

cial ; the Miniſtry of the Church into a kind of Civil 
Domination , and the large Revenues of it made the 
Pampering Food of Wallowing Sloth and Domeſtick 
Luxury. "Who 'can now doubt but that MA RT usd 
all her Endeavours to reduce all things into better 
Order, that ſhe might reſtrein People from Things diſ- 
honeſt, more through the ſhame of Tranſgreſfing, then 
the Fear of Puniſhment: And that ſhe might promote 
to the Care of Spiritual Things, to the Prieſthood and 
Preferments in the Church, Auguſt W I LLIAM per- 

mitting 
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mitting this Choice to her piercing Judgment, none 
but ſuch as excell'd in Learning, Piety and Modera- 
tion. By which means it came to paſs, that thoſe 
Vices which openly before ereted their Heads, now 
look owt for skulking Holes and voluntary Exile. Luxury 
being expelld the utmoſt Limits of the Court, Profule 
Expences being reſtrain'd, the Incitements and Re- 
wards of Vice being taken away, and the Diſcipline 
of the beſd Times being again reflord. For all were to 
be taught to live and imitate the Manners of both 
Princes, and to conform themſclves to the Example of 
WILLIAM and MARY, which was at it were the 
Cenſure and Accuſation of Luxury and Intempe- 
rance. 


And who can be ignorant of the Strcaws of Royal 
Bemeficence, that were always flowing from this Inex- 
hauſtible Fountain of Piety 2 Not petty Rivolets, but 
large and ſpreading Rivers z Rivers of Milk, Rivers 
of Honey, Which ran at firſt indeed 1hrough the 
Thirſty Sands of MA R I's Kingdoms, into which a 
Cruel Tempeſt had caſt Myriads of wiſerable People ; 
afterwards abounding in Water, through the Annual 
Exhibitions of Our QUEEN, amounting to no leſs 
then Forty Thouſand Pounds Engliſh, if credit may be 
given to the Letters written from thence. Then the 
ſame Waters were to flow, but through occult and 
latent Paſſages, without any noiſe, without any mur- 
muring, beyond the Seas, into the thirſty and gaping 
Channels within Belgizms it ſelf, of ſeveral Societies ; 
or elfe into the Boſoms of diſtreſſed Families, Widows, 
Miniſters, Noble Matrons and Virgins, whoſe Poflef- 
fions and Patrimonies afforded ample fubfiſtance be- 


fore, but now abandored and ruin'd. After this, 
H Germany 
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Germany waſted with Fire and Sword, was to be re- 
treſh'd with the fame Fountains ; or Switzerland almoſt 
overwheln'd with Multitudes of the Miſerable flying 
for Harbour from the Valleys of Piedmont, where 
there was neither Houſe nor Hovel for ſuffering In- 
nocency. But as to theſe things, go Praiſes, no Pane- 
gyricks are more Efficatious then ſilence and ſecreſie. 
MART her ſelf was ſilent, tho the Stones now ſpeak. 
Yet are they not Pillars , nor . Obelisks, nor Chappels 
of the Supertititious, magnificently adorn'd with Gold, S1l- 
ver and Marble; nor Confecrated Oblations to the 
Lady of Loretto;, but more Sacred Monuments then all 
thele ; every where Houſes of Piety, Hoſpitals both pub- 
lick and private, which ſhe either built with her Mo- 
ny, or liberally endowed. Laſtly, The Moans and La- 
mentations of an Infinite Number of all Comartions, 
Sexes and Ages, who Gratefully and with Tears ac- 
knowledge they are beholding to her for their Lives 
and all the Conveniences of Life, extoll Her to the 
Skics. So that no Body in want, no Body truly poor, 
no Body reduced to Miſery, ever found MAR 7”S Be- 
nignity Ore clos'd againſt him, or made his caſe known 
mn vain, whole Petitions ſhe did not only anſwer, 
when applied to, but for the moſt part prevented, when 
ihe was acquainted with their neceſlities. *T'wouid 
be too long to enumerate every particular. *T'is enough, 
that we have ſeen in our Age, a MART pouring 
torth from Her Royal Vio! the molt Precious Liquor 
of the Exquiſite Nard, to anoint Myriads of Poor Peo- 
ple lyzng at the Feet of Jeſs , and in that abundance, 
that the Fragrant Odour of it has filld the whole 
Houſe of God in every Corner of the World. Oh --- 
moſt truly the Better Part , made choice of by the below 
of God! Oh! moſt Joytul Cataſtrophe , whule thoſe 

Treaſures 
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Treaſures that before were ſcattered with an Inconſi- 
derate Bounty among Harlots, Buffoous aiua Piiyers, 
as formerly at Rome among the Pathic Pallzs's and 
Narciſſus, and ſuch like Inſtruments of Wickednefſs, 
the Senate being defrauded , are now laid out either 
for Publick Preſervation, or to {uccour the Neceſſities 
of the Miſerable. Oh truly Royal Marificence , not 
bountiful of other Peoples, but their own , giving 
what was by Violence torn from no Man; all People 
being convinc'd that this is no Reſtitution of what was 
unjuſtly taken away, or that an Exchequer now is 
open'd again , which being exhauſted and in debt 
by Prodigal Liberaliry , or the Expences of raſhly un- 
dertaken Wars, was ſupplied again with the Tears, the 
Blood and Subſtance of the People, as was done under 
Tyranmic Domination.
